Navy to allow sailors to dress as their preferred gender while off-duty

The Navy will allow sailors to dress and 
“live socially in their preferred gender 
while off-duty,” a policy announcement 
that comes amid new Pentagon restrictions 
on transgender people joining the military. 

The statement, signed by Vice Adm. 
Robert Burke, clarifies that there is no 
policy prohibiting servicemembers from 


expressing themselves while off-duty in 
their preferred gender. 

“Appropriate civilian attire, as outlined 
in the uniform regulations, will not be de¬ 
termined based on gender,” according to 
the policy, which Burke signed in March. 

The guidance does restrict off-duty at¬ 
tire in some overseas posts “to meet local 
conditions and host-nation agreements 
with foreign countries,” which would rest 
on the discretion of regional commanders. 


The clarification follows a Supreme 
Court decision clearing the Pentagon to en¬ 
force its restrictions on those who identify 
as transgender from signing up for service 
while the new rules are being challenged 
in court. 

The policy, which went into effect Friday, 
stipulates that any current servicemem¬ 
bers diagnosed with gender dysphoria may 
continue to serve as their preferred gen¬ 
der. However, transgender people wishing 


to enlist now must adhere to standards as¬ 
sociated with their biological sex. 

Diagnosed gender dysphoria recruits 
can enlist “provided they can demonstrate 
36 consecutive months of stability in their 
biological sex,” the Pentagon policy states. 
They must also be cleared by a mental 
health care provider to ensure that a tran¬ 
sition “is not necessary to protect their 
mental health.”

S. Korea's Moon 
ready to hold 4th 
summit with North

SEOUL, South Korea — South 
Korean President Moon Jae-in 
said Monday that he is ready to 
hold a fourth summit with Kim 
Jong Un, reflecting a growing 
sense of urgency in efforts to 
revive stalled nuclear talks be¬ 
tween North Korea and the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The comments came after Kim, 
the North Korean leader, issued a 
strong warning that the deadlock 
risked reviving tensions and gave 
the US. an end-of-year deadline 
to offer a mutually acceptable ap¬ 
proach to the negotiations. 

Moon is eager to keep the deli¬ 
cate peace process alive nearly a 
year after the first inter-Korean 
summit was held with fanfare in 
the heavily fortified border area 
of the divided peninsula. 

He also met with President 
Donald Trump last week as the 
sides struggle to get diplomacy 
back on track after the second 
nuclear summit between Trump 
and Kim collapsed without agree¬ 
ment in late February. 

“Now is the time to begin the 
preparations in earnest for an 
inter-Korean summit,” Moon 
said in a meeting with senior 
aides in Seoul. “As soon as 
[North Korea] becomes ready, I 
hope the two Koreas will be able 
to sit down together, regardless 


of venue and form,” he said. 

He called for “detailed and 
substantive talks” and promised 
to spare no effort to make sure 
the next inter-Korean summit 
“becomes a steppingstone for 
an even bigger opportunity and 
more significant outcome.” 

Moon has met with Kim three 
times since April 27, 2018, at one 
point rushing to the truce village 
of Panmunjom to persuade the 
North Korean leader to change 
his mind about canceling his first 
summit with Trump, which was 
held on June 12 in Singapore. 

His role as a middleman has 
been called into question as 
Trump and Kim have established 
what they both insist remains a 
“good relationship” and talks fal¬ 
tered over nuclear issues that the 
South Korean president can do 
little to influence. 

Kim criticized Moon in his 
policy speech on Friday, calling 
him an “overstepping mediator” 
and demanding that he take the 
North’s side and advance inter- 
Korean projects that have been 
limited by U.S.-led sanctions. 

The North Korean leader left 
the door open for continued di¬ 
plomacy with the United States 
and a possible third summit, but 
only “if the US. adopts a correct 
posture.” 

“We will wait for a bold deci¬ 
sion from the US., with patience 


till the end of this year,” Kim 
said. 

The two Koreas have separate¬ 
ly agreed to a series of economic 
initiatives and goodwill gestures, 
including plans to modernize the 
North’s railways, but those ef¬ 
forts can’t move forward without 
US. agreement on lifting related 
sanctions. 

Seoul and Washington, which 
have been allies since the 1950-53 
Korean War, insist they remain 
in lockstep about the approach to 
nuclear talks with the North. But 
Trump administration officials 
have expressed concern about the 
fast pace in efforts to improve re¬ 
lations between the two Koreas. 

North and South Korea have 
been divided since the war ended 
in an armistice instead of a peace 
treaty. Some 28,500 US. troops 
are stationed in the South. 

Tensions spiked in 2016-17 
as North Korea demonstrated 
strong progress toward its goal 
of developing a nuclear weapon 
that could reach the US. main¬ 


land with a series of missile and 
nuclear tests. Trump and Kim 
also traded threats of war. 

The situation has calmed since 
the North began engaging in the 
diplomatic progress and agreed 
to a testing moratorium. 

Moon, who has seen his ap¬ 
proval ratings rise and fall due 
to the faltering process, tried to 
maintain a balance between the 
two adversaries in his remarks 
on Monday. 

South Korea and the United 
States “agreed to maintain close 
coordination to ensure a virtu¬ 
ous cycle” between inter-Korean 
and U.S.-North Korea dialogues. 
Moon said, according to an Eng¬ 
lish transcript from his office. 

“My government is clearly 
and firmly committed to steadily 
implementing the inter-Korean 
joint declaration, even in the face 
of any obstacles,” he added. 

The two Koreas announced am¬ 
bitious plans to improve relations 
after their previous summits in 
Panmunjom and Pyongyang, in¬ 


cluding issuing a largely symbol¬ 
ic end-of-war declaration by the 
end of last year. That didn’t hap¬ 
pen, but the two sides did begin 
mine-clearing operations in the 
Demilitarized Zone and a railway 
survey in the North. 

Those efforts have largely 
stalled since the collapse of the 
Hanoi summit. 

The issue threatens to hurt 
Moon politically because he has 
focused on it at the expense of 
other domestic problems, said 
Jeung Youngtae, a military stud¬ 
ies professor at South Korea’s 
Dongyang University. 

“South Korea has limits be¬ 
cause it can’t lift sanctions against 
North Korea, so it basically has 
no leverage,” Jeung said. “North 
Korea is pushing South Korea 
to stop trying to play the role of 
arbitrator and to side with North 
Korea instead because the two 
Koreas have blood ties.”

Balikatan exercise wraps up in Philippines

The 35th Balikatan military 
exercise by the U.S. and Philip¬ 
pines armed forces, the first to 
incorporate advanced U.S. stealth 
fighters, concluded Friday. 

The exercise was held this year 
on April 1-12 in locations around 
the country. It included 28 joint 
training events in counterterror¬ 
ism and urban, amphibious and 
aviation operations, according to 
a statement released by exercise 
officials. 

Balikatan, which translates to 
“shoulder to shoulder” from Ta- 
galog, also featured humanitar¬ 
ian projects that servicemembers 
participated in, including reno¬ 
vation projects at elementary 
schools and rendering medical 
and veterinary aid to civilians 
and their animals. 

“Since 1951, we’ve had that 
mutual defense treaty, and every 
year when we were allowed to 


come here, to interact, to inter¬ 
operate with our brothers and 
sisters in the Philippine armed 
forces, it makes us both better,” 
Lt. Gen. Eric Smith, III Marine 
Expeditionary Force command¬ 
er, said during the exercise’s clos¬ 
ing ceremony Friday. 

“We look forward very much 
to coming back, every time and 
every opportunity that we are al¬ 
lowed to by our hosts, the Philip¬ 
pine government,” he said. 

The Balikatan exercise in 2017 
took place as a five-month siege 
unfolded at the city of Marawi. 
During the siege, which ended in 
October 2017, Philippines armed 
forces, backed by the United 
States, battled a group linked to 
Islamic State before retaking the 
city on the southern island of Min¬ 
danao, which has a large Muslim 
population. 

About 1,100 were killed, ac¬ 
cording to news accounts. Most 
were insurgents. 

Balikatan that year was scaled

down and focused on humanitar¬ 
ian response exercises. 

On Sunday, Philippine officials 
announced U.S. DNA tests con¬ 
firmed the death of Owaida Ma- 
rohombsar, known also as Abu 
Dar and a leader of the 2017 siege, 
who was killed March 14 during a 
gunbattle near the southern town 
of Tubaran, in Lanao del Sur 
province, Philippines. 

During this year’s Balikatan 
exercise, the two countries fo¬ 
cused on improving their military 
relations and capabilities and re¬ 
inforcing maritime security and 
territorial defense capabilities in 
addition to their ability to respond 
to humanitarian disasters. 

Marine Gunnery Sgt. Frank 
Montejano traveled from Camp 
Pendleton, Calif, to participate 
in the exercise and demonstrated 
for Philippine marines and sailors 



how to move armored vehicles on 
and off other vessels. 

Training with allies every year 
in different environments than he 
and his fellow Marines are accus¬ 
tomed to is an important aspect of 
the exercise, he said. 

“In a real-world environment, 
we work with other countries 
when we have to take the fight to 
the enemy,” Montejano said. “So 
the more we do it, the easier it be¬ 
comes for us too.” 

Members of the Australian 
Defence Force also participated 
in parts of the exercise, includ¬ 
ing humanitarian aid and special 
forces training. 

“The exercise was able to 
promote a message for national 
leadership’s trust in having an in¬ 
dependent foreign policy with our 
allied nations,” said Philippine Lt. 
Gen. Gilbert Gapay, commander 
of Southern Luzon Command and 
co-director of the exercise. 

Philippine President Rodrigo 
Duterte, in a speech April 4, spoke 


of his country’s closer ties with 
China under his leadership, at the 
same time warning that country 
to back off its encroaching claims 
to portions of the South China Sea 
also claimed by the Philippines. 

This year’s Balikatan exercise 
was the first to include the am¬ 
phibious assault ship USS Wasp, 
along with the Marine Corps’ F- 
35B Lightning II aircraft. 

During his remarks at the clos¬ 
ing ceremony, U.S. Ambassa¬ 
dor to the Philippines Sung Kim 
highlighted the value of the com¬ 
munity service projects and the 
sharing of military tactics and 
techniques practiced. 

“While we may not be [able] to 
predict the next big natural disas¬ 
ter or crisis, we can be confident 
that the training executed during 
Balikatan makes us much better 
prepared,” he said.

Sailor in apparent 
murder-suicide on 
Okinawa identified

The U.S. Coast Guard cutter 
Bertholf stopped Sunday in Hong 
Kong Harbor for a port visit just 
weeks after irking China with 
a passage through the Taiwan 
Strait. 

The Coast Guard last sent a 
cutter to Hong Kong, a territory 
of China, 17 years ago, accord¬ 
ing to a Monday statement from 
the service. The Alameda, Calif- 
based Bertholf’s crew “will have 
opportunities to explore Hong 
Kong and interact with local citi¬ 
zens through community rela¬ 
tions projects and tours,” it said. 

Hong Kong is 335 nautical 
miles southwest of the Taiwan 
Strait, which the Bertholf sailed 
through with the Navy destroyer 
USS Curtis Wilbur on March 24- 
25. That passage marked the fifth 
time in six months that U.S. ships 
transited the strait. 

Beijing protested the Bertholf 
and Curtis Wilbur’s passage 
through the 110-mile-wide strait, 
which separates mainland China 
from Taiwan. Beijing urged 
the United States to respect the 
“one-China” principal — China’s 
view that it has sovereignty over 
Taiwan — Chinese Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs spokesman Geng 
Shuang said at a press conference 
March 25. 

The U.S. acknowledges Bei¬ 
jing’s view that it has sovereignty 
over Taiwan but considers Tai-

MARINE CORPS AIR STA¬ 
TION IWAKUNI, Japan — U.S. 
Navy F/A-18 Super Hornets from 
Carrier Air Wing 5 will perform 
an air demonstration at the 43rd 
annual Friendship Day on May

here last year. 

The last fixed-wing squadron 
from the carrier wing arrived at 
Marine Corps Air Station Iwaku- 
ni from Atsugi Naval Station near 
Tokyo before the 2018 air show, 
but the wing provided only static 
displays. 

Carrier Air Wing 5 is assigned 
to the USS Ronald Reagan, the Na¬ 
vy’s only permanently deployed 
aircraft carrier, home-ported at 
Yokosuka Naval Station.

215,000 aviation enthusiasts from 
across Japan, and many of the 
acts seen last year will be on dis¬ 
play again this year. 

The Marine Corps’ most ad¬ 
vanced fighter, the fifth-genera¬ 
tion F-35B Lighting II, will show 
off its ability to hover in midair. 
It’s expected to participate in the 
Marine Air-Ground Task Force 
demonstration, during which 
the jet will work with infantry 
Marines performing a tactical 


wan’s status unsettled. 

“China has paid close attention 
to and monitored from start to 
end the passage of the U.S. mili¬ 
tary vessels through the Taiwan 
Strait,” Geng said, according to 
a transcript of the press confer¬ 
ence.

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa 
— The 3rd Marine Division sailor 
apparently responsible for killing 
a woman and then himself on Oki¬ 
nawa over the weekend had a pat¬ 
tern of domestic violence known 
to local and military police. 

Petty Officer 3rd Class Gabriel 
A. Olivero, 32, a Navy corpsman 
from North Carolina, fatally 
stabbed a Japanese woman, 44, 
with whom he was allegedly in 
a relationship, Saturday morn¬ 
ing inside a six-story apartment 
building in the Kuwae district of 
Chatan, according to an Okinawa 
prefectural police spokesman. 
Olivero then apparently turned 
the knife on himself 

Olivero had a history of domes¬ 
tic violence allegations, and the 
woman — whose name has not 
been released — had reported 
him to U.S. military police in 
January for sexually assaulting 
her during a breakup, the spokes¬ 
man said. 

The woman told Okinawa po¬ 
lice in February that she did not 
wish to press charges as the inci¬ 
dent was being handled by base 
officials. 

In a letter dated Sunday, Lt. 
Gen. Eric Smith, commander of 
the III Marine Expeditionary 
Force, made an appeal to service- 
members on Okinawa to keep a 
low profile to show respect. Smith 
said in the letter, made available 
to The Associated Press on Mon¬ 
day by a U.S. military official, 
that what had happened will pro¬ 
voke “strong feelings” and asked 
all to show respect to a commu¬ 
nity in mourning. 

The bloodied bodies of Olivero 
and the woman were found in 
bed, along with a knife, after po¬ 
lice were called at 7:26 a.m. Sat¬ 
urday, the spokesman said. The 
woman’s child was present when 
the incident occurred and called 
a relative, who then reported it to 
police. 

The woman suffered multiple 
stab wounds to her neck and had 
defensive injuries on her hands, 
the police spokesman said. 

Olivero’s injuries are not 
known; an autopsy was scheduled 
for Monday. 

The Naval Criminal Investi¬ 
gative Service is supporting the 
Okinawa police investigation, 
said III MEF spokesman 1st Lt. 
David Mancilla. 

Okinawa Police received a call 
from U.S. military police about 
a domestic dispute between Oli¬ 
vero and the woman in January, 
the police spokesman said. The 
woman said Olivero sexually as¬ 
saulted her during a breakup. 

The woman went to the station 
in February and was told to press 
charges against Olivero, but she 


declined, saying the issue was 
being handled by base officials, 
the spokesman said. Police con¬ 
tacted her again in March to see 
how she was doing. She told the 
officer she was fine and there had 
been no trouble. 

Olivero had been at the wom¬ 
an’s house since Friday, the Oki¬ 
nawa Times newspaper reported. 

The woman was described by 
her co-workers as “very sincere 
and charming,” the report said. 
She came to work on Friday 
morning as usual and told every¬ 
one “See you tomorrow” when 
she left the office. 

Co-workers and neighbors were 
stunned. “She was a hardworking 
single mother, and I am very con¬ 
cerned for her child left behind,” 
a neigh¬ 
bor told 
the news¬ 
paper.

Gadson — who used his wife’s 
surname, Shinzato — was con¬ 
victed and sentenced to life in 
prison with hard labor in Decem¬ 
ber 2017. 

That slaying rocked Japan and 
triggered massive anti-Ameri¬ 
can protests. Okinawa is home to 
about half of the more than 50,000 
U.S. troops based in Japan. 

Following Saturday’s deaths, 
Okinawan anti-base Gov. Denny 
Tamaki received a phone call 
from Smith offering his condo¬ 
lences, a prefectural spokesman 
said Monday. While Tamaki ap¬ 
preciated the call, he expressed 
his “strong anger” for another 
local national being killed by a 
U.S. servicemember. 

“I am furious and disappointed 
that another local was killed and 
we lost a precious life,” Tamaki 
told Smith, according to Tamaki’s 
office. “Okinawa has demanded 
that U.S. forces on Okinawa regu¬ 
late and teach servicemembers 
about ethics and morals every 
time a crime is perpetrated by 
them. 

“The Uruma incident is still 
fresh in our memory, and then 
this incident happens. I don’t see 
any disciplinary systems working 
properly,” he said.

Hornets to fly at Iwakuni’s Friendship Day 
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USS Ross enters Black Sea 
as US, allies boost patrols

The destroyer USS Ross en¬ 
tered the Black Sea on Sunday 
night, the fourth time this year 
the Navy has sent a warship to 
the region. 

In the past year, US. and NATO 
officials have said they will boost 
their naval presence in the Black 
Sea in response to Russia be¬ 
coming more assertive there, 
especially in the waters near the 
Crimean Peninsula, which was 
seized from Ukraine in 2014. 

NATO ships spent 120 days in 
the Black Sea last year, up from 
80 in 2017. The four U.S. warships 
that operated in the sea this year 
have already matched last year’s 
total, not counting large allied ex¬ 
ercises like Sea Breeze. 

“Our allies in the Black Sea 
continue to play a key role in 


maintaining security in the Euro¬ 
pean theater,” Cmdr. Dave Coles, 
the destroyer’s commanding offi¬ 
cer, said in a statement. 

The USS Donald Cook, another 
Arleigh Burke-class destroyer, 
went to the Black Sea twice this 
year. 

In January, the USS Fort 
McHenry, a dock landing vessel, 
was the first U.S. warship to enter 
the region since Russia seized 
three Ukrainian vessels last year 
in the Kerch Strait and impris¬ 
oned 24 sailors. 

“That is just absolutely wrong, 
and it’s not the kind of behavior 
you would expect from a m^or 
power,” Adm. James Foggo, com¬ 
mander of Naval Forces Europe 
and Africa, said in a recent pod¬ 
cast. “Russia’s actions to impede 
maritime transit in a place like 
the Sea of Azov undermines and 


destabilizes the Ukraine as well 
as violates international norms of 
behavior.” 

Moscow is tracking the USS 
Ross’ movements, which it con¬ 
siders a provocation, Russian of¬ 
ficials said on state news outlets. 

“We watch very carefully at 
how the alliance’s plans to in¬ 
crease its presence in the region 
unfold, and we will react ac¬ 
cordingly,” Alexander Grushko, 
Russia’s deputy foreign minister, 
told reporters Saturday. Ships 
and maritime patrol aircraft of 
Russia’s Black Sea fleet routinely 
monitor U.S. and allied warships 
operating in the region. 

Seizing Crimea has enabled 
Russia to strengthen its shore 
and sea capabilities in this area 
and reinforced its proprietary at¬ 
titude toward the region, Michael 
Petersen, the Naval War College’s 


Russia maritime expert, wrote in 
a January report on the nation¬ 
al security website War on the 
Rocks. 

Russia has set up an array of 
defense systems, such as S-400 
surface-to-air missiles, Bastion- 
P mobile coastal defense missile 
systems and P-800 Oniks anti¬ 
ship missiles, as well as radar 
that can detect ships almost 300 
miles away, Petersen said. 

Russia’s Black Sea Fleet suf¬ 


fered through 20 years of decline 
after the Cold War but in the past 
decade has transformed itself into 
a formidable force that enabled it 
to intervene effectively in Syria 
in 2015, Petersen said. 

“Three years later, Russia still 
possesses the Black Sea region’s 
dominant maritime military,” Pe¬ 
tersen said.

USAF appeals court 
upholds conviction in 
death of bicyclist

KAISERSLAUTERN, Ger¬ 
many — The Air Force crimi¬ 
nal appeals court has upheld the 
negligent homicide conviction of 
a Ramstein senior airman found 
responsible for the cycling death 
of a fellow airman three years 
ago. 

In a ruling issued earlier this 
month, the court’s appellate judg¬ 
es said Senior Airman Benjamin 
Hann was negligent while driving 
his car on March 26, 2016, near 
the gate of Weilerbach Ammuni¬ 
tion Depot regardless of which 
traffic lane he was in, which was 
a point of dispute at trial. 

Hann, while trying to pass an 
SUV while speeding on a blind 
curve on the K-25 road, struck 
and killed Staff Sgt. Grant Davis. 
Davis was riding his bicycle in 
the opposite direction toward 
Ramstein Air Base. 

Davis, 31, died at the scene 
from traumatic injuries. At the 
time of his death, he was assigned

to the 76th Airlift Squadron as a 
communication system operator, 
serving on board C-40, C-37 and 
C-20 aircraft. 

A panel of seven Air Force of¬ 
ficers found Hann guilty of neg¬ 
ligent homicide at a Ramstein 
court-martial on May 4, 2017. He 
was sentenced to four years in 
jail, received a bad conduct dis¬ 
charge, was reduced in pay grade 
to E-1 and had to forfeit all pay 
and allowances. Hann also plead¬ 
ed guilty to dereliction of duty, 
making a false official statement 
and obstruction of justice. 

Hann, in his appeal, did not 
contest that he caused Davis’ 
death but challenged the extent 
of his culpability. 

He argued in part that the “vast¬ 
ly different” conclusions reached 
by the government and defense 
experts regarding whether he 
was in his designated lane at the 
point of impact rendered the evi¬ 
dence insufficient to prove simple 
negligence on his part, according 
to the appeals’ court document. 


Transgender advocates have 
decried the Pentagon rules but 
voiced support for the Navy’s lat¬ 
est policy statement.

But the appellate judges said 
in their decision “we need not re¬ 
solve the dispute over whether” 
Hann was in the wrong lane, 
citing several other factors that 
prove Hann “failed to exhibit due 
care,” including his speed at the 
time of the crash. 

Hann argued, the judges noted, 
that “it would have been impossi-

New Zealand 
hopes for 
info on nurse 
held in Syria

WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
— New Zealand’s foreign minis¬ 
ter confirmed Monday that a New 
Zealand nurse has been held cap¬ 
tive by Islamic State in Syria for 
almost six years, information long 
kept secret for fear her life might 
be at risk. 

The status of nurse and mid¬ 
wife Louisa Akavi, now 62, is un¬ 
known, but 
heremployer, 
the Interna¬ 
tional Com¬ 
mittee of the 
Red Cross, 
says it has 
received re¬ 
cent eyewit¬ 
ness reports 
suggesting 
she might be 
alive. 

The New York Times on Sun¬ 
day became the first media orga¬ 
nization to name Akavi, ending a 
more than 5y2-year news blackout 
imposed by New Zealand’s gov¬ 
ernment and the Red Cross with 
the cooperation of international 
media. 

The collapse of ISIS has raised 
hopes that Akavi and the two Syr¬ 
ian drivers kidnapped with her 
might now be discovered. 

In a statement, the ICRC said 
that as recently as December, 
Akavi may have been seen by 
at least two people at a clinic in 
Sousa, one of ISIS’ last outposts. 

“We continue to work together 
(with the Red Cross) to locate and 
recover her,” New Zealand Foreign 
Minister Winston Peters said.

Iraq seeks to reclaim status in Arab worid

BAGHDAD — After decades of conflict, 
Iraq is seeking to reclaim a leadership role 
and status in the Arab world with a cen¬ 
trist policy and a determination among 
the country’s top leaders to maintain good 
relations with both Iran and the United 
States. 

A flurry of recent diplomatic activity 
and high-profile visits to the Iraqi capital, 
including this month’s reopening of a Saudi 
Consulate in Baghdad — for the first time 
in nearly 30 years — points to a new era of 
openness as the nation sheds its war image 
and reengages with the world. 

“Iraq is coming back to the neighbor¬ 
hood,” President Barham Salih told The 
Associated Press in a nearly hourlong in¬ 
terview last month. The veteran politician 
laid out a vision centered on an “Iraq First” 
policy, saying his country can no longer af¬ 
ford to be caught in regional disputes. 

“For almost four decades Iraq was the 
domain in which everybody pursued their 
agenda at the expense of the Iraqi people. 
It’s time we say we need a new political 
order ... in which Iraq must be an impor¬ 
tant pillar,” Salih said. 

Iraq has emerged from a ruinous three- 
year war against Islamic State and faces 
the mammoth task of reconciling, rebuild¬ 
ing and returning tens of thousands of 
displaced to their homes. And while the ex¬ 
tremists’ territorial “caliphate” has been 
defeated in Iraq and Syria, the militants 
have shifted to an insurgency campaign of 
targeted assassinations, car bombings and 
suicide attacks. 

The issue of Iran-backed Shiite militias 
who fought ISIS alongside Iraqi security 
forces poses a challenge to the govern¬ 
ment’s central authority, and the country’s 
oil-based economy is suffering from wide- 
scale corruption. 

“Iraq’s path to reclaiming a leadership 
role in the Arab world will depend on how 
successful its leaders are in tackling se¬ 
curity and economic challenges at home,” 
Randa Slim, a senior fellow at the Wash¬ 
ington-based Middle East Institute, wrote 
recently. 

Amid rapidly escalating tensions be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Iran, Iraq also needs 
to maintain a delicate balance with the 
two as Baghdad has strong ties with both 
countries. 

The dynamics are complex. The Shi- 
ite-mqjority country lies on the fault line 
between Shiite Iran and the mostly Sunni 
Arab world, led by powerhouse Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, and has long been a theater in which 
Saudi-Iran rivalry for regional supremacy 
played out. Relations have been particu¬ 
larly frosty with Riyadh, which broke re¬ 
lations with Baghdad following Saddam 
Hussein’s invasion of Kuwait in 1990 and 
never really warmed much as Iraq was in¬ 
creasingly pulled into Iran’s orbit in later 
years. 

Iraq needs much help and investment 
to rebuild its cities — something it can get 
only from oil- and gas-rich Gulf countries, 
including Saudi Arabia. But it can also ill 
afford to alienate Iran, which holds enor¬ 
mous political and military sway in Iraq 
through powerful militias and pro-Iran 
politicians. 

“We have 1,400 kilometers of borders 
with Iran; we simply cannot ignore that re¬ 
ality,” Salih said, adding that it’s in Iraq’s 
national interest to nurture good relations 
with Iran, with which Iraq fought an eight- 
year war in the 1980s. 

He said Iraq is also keen on good rela-

tions with Turkey, Saudi Arabia and other 
regional countries. 

Mindful of the need to counter Iran’s 
growing influence in the region in the 
post-ISIS order, Saudi officials have sought 
closer ties with Iraq, and last week sent a 
high-level delegation to Baghdad where 
the kingdom’s consulate was inaugurated. 

The Saudi delegation’s visit followed 
a trip to Baghdad last month by Iranian 
President Hassan Rouhani during which 
the two sides signed several agreements 
designed to boost bilateral relations. 

It’s a stark contrast from past years 
when Baghdad was shunned and isolated, 
first because of international sanctions 
after Hussein’s 1990 invasion of neighbor¬ 
ing Kuwait, and later, after the U.S.-led 
invasion that toppled him, when Iraq sank 


into cycles of sectarian bloodletting. 

Amid the violence, international digni¬ 
taries avoided visits to the Iraqi capital, 
and when they did, made them brief and 
unannounced for security considerations. 

In 2007, UN. chief Ban Ki-moon famous¬ 
ly ducked behind the podium during a live 
press conference with the prime minister 
at the time, Nouri al-Malki, as a rocket 
slammed outside the building. 

Now, Iraqi leaders say their country is 
not part of any regional conflict. 

Prime Minister Adel Abdul-Mahdi, in 
his first foreign trip, last month traveled 
to Cairo to meet with Egyptian President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi. They were joined 
by Jordanian King Abdullah II for a tri¬ 
partite summit on measures to strengthen 
economic cooperation. On Tuesday, Abdul- 


Mahdi announced he will soon be visiting 
Saudi Arabia to sign several agreements. 

Some are even suggesting that Iraq 
could play a mediating role between re¬ 
gional foes. 

Lebanon’s parliament speaker, Nabih 
Berri, on a visit to Baghdad earlier this 
month said Iraq is in a unique position to 
play an important regional role “in the rec¬ 
onciliation between the kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia and the Islamic Republic of Iran.” 

Watheq al-Hashemi, an Iraqi political 
analyst, said it’s an opportunity for Iraq 
to again become an important regional 
player. 

But for that to happen, Iraqi politicians 
“need to put country before sect and act as 
statesmen,” something he says they’ve had 
trouble doing for a long time.

Severe storms spawn twisters, 
cause deaths, damages, injuries

Strong storms, including at 
least one tornado, swept through 
parts of the Midwest and the mid- 
Atlantic region, damaging homes 
and businesses and causing in¬ 
juries after storms in the South 
killed at least eight people. 

Storms that hit Ohio on Sunday 
and moved into New Jersey over¬ 
night into Monday brought heavy 
rains, lightning, strong winds and, 
in Ohio, at least one tornado. The 
storms followed worse conditions 
that had swept across the South, 
unleashing more than a dozen 
confirmed tornadoes and flood¬ 
ing, killing at least eight people, 
injuring dozens and flattening 
much of a Texas town. 

In Shelby, Ohio, the National 
Weather Service said a tornado 
touched down Sunday. No deaths 
were reported, but Richland 
County emergency officials said 
about a half-dozen homes and 


businesses were damaged and 
that at least six people were in¬ 
jured in the city roughly 90 miles 
southwest of Cleveland. 

The weather service says a pos¬ 
sible tornado also swept through 
part of Clark County in western 
Ohio on Sunday, about 40 miles 
west of Columbus, and damaged 
some mobile homes. There were 
no immediate reports of injuries 
there. 

Storms on Monday spawned a 
tornado watch and flooded road¬ 
ways in some areas of New Jer¬ 
sey, causing a roof to collapse at 
an apartment complex in Cam¬ 
den, though no injuries were 
reported. 

The weather disrupted rail ser¬ 
vice in the mid-Atlantic region, 
caused delays at airports and left 
tens of thousands of utility cus¬ 
tomers without power. 

More than 20,000 customers 
lost power in New Jersey when 
the storms hit, though crews were 


able to quickly restore service to 
most. 

Vermont officials say flooding 
from spring rains closed a num¬ 
ber of roads Monday. An emer¬ 
gency operations center has been 
activated to help communities re¬ 
spond to the flooding. 

The weather service said Mon¬ 
day that a survey team found 
evidence of an EF-3 twister with 
winds of at least 136 mph near 
Weches, Texas, and that two 
other, smaller tornadoes touched 
down in the same region on Sat¬ 
urday. Another EF-3 twister flat¬ 
tened part of Franklin, Texas. 

The system moved eastward 
into Mississippi, where weather 
service teams have confirmed 
eight tornadoes. At least three 
weak tornadoes struck Alabama 
on Sunday. 

Four people were killed in 
Texas. The other victims died 
in Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama. 


Loughlin, husband plead not guilty in scam

BOSTON — Actress Lori 
Loughlin and her fashion design¬ 
er husband, Mossimo Giannulli, 
are pleading not guilty to charges 
they took part in the sweeping 
college admissions bribery scam, 
according to court documents 
filed Monday. 

The couple is accused of pay¬ 
ing $500,000 in bribes to get their 
daughters admitted to the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California as 
crew recruits, even though nei¬ 
ther is a rower. 

They were among 50 people 
charged last month in the scandal 
that has embroiled elite schools 
across the country, including 
Stanford, Georgetown and Yale 
universities. 

Loughlin, who played Aunt 
Becky on the sitcom “ Full House,” 


and Giannulli haven’t publicly ad¬ 
dressed the allegations against 
them. 

Loughlin and Giannulli said 
in the court documents that they 
waived their right to appear in 
Boston federal court for their ar¬ 
raignment and plead not guilty 
to the two charges against them. 
The judge must approve their re¬ 
quest not to appear to formally 
enter their pleas. 

Thirty-three wealthy parents 
were charged in what authorities 
have called the biggest college 
admissions case ever prosecuted 
by the Justice Department. 

The parents are accused of pay¬ 
ing admissions consultant Rick 
Singer to rig standardized test 
scores and bribe college coaches 
and other insiders to get their 
children into selective schools. 

Fellow actress Felicity Huff¬ 
man, who starred in ABC’s “Des¬ 


perate Housewives,” and 12 other 
parents announced last week that 
they have agreed to plead guilty 
to a single charge of conspiracy 
to commit mail fraud and honest 
services mail fraud. Huffman is 
scheduled to appear in Boston on 
May 21 to enter her plea. 

Prosecutors added a money¬ 
laundering conspiracy charge 
against Loughlin, Giannulli and 
more than a dozen other parents 
who are still fighting the case, 
increasing the pressure on them 
to plead guilty. Several other par¬ 
ents who were indicted alongside 
Loughlin and Giannulli last week 
have also filed court documents 
entering not guilty pleas. 

Each of the charges Loughlin 
and Giannulli face call for up 
to 20 years in prison, although 
first-time offenders would get 
only a small fraction of that if 
convicted. 


DOJ says redacted 
Mueller report to 
be out Thursday

WASHINGTON — The Justice 
Department plans to release its 
redacted version of the final re¬ 
port from special counsel Robert 
S. Mueller III on Thursday, pro¬ 
viding Congress and the public 
with an expanded narrative of a 
historic investigation into Rus¬ 
sian interference in the 2016 elec¬ 
tion and other crimes. 

Mueller filed the nearly 400- 
page confidential report on March 
22 after nearly two years of work, 
and Attorney General William 
Barr and his aides have been 
working with the special coun¬ 
sel’s office to strip out classified 
or other protected information. 

House Democrats have pledged 
to fight for access to an unredact¬ 
ed version and have vowed to sub¬ 
poena the Justice Department if 
necessary. 

Details from the report could 
prove damaging to President 
Donald Trump even though Barr 
wrote in a four-page letter to Con¬ 
gress on March 24 that Mueller 
did not establish the existence of 
a criminal conspiracy between 
the president’s campaign and the 
Russian government. 

Equally explosive is the ques¬ 
tion of whether Trump obstruct¬ 
ed justice by trying to interfere 
with the probe. 

Mueller did not reach a decision 
on the issue, Barr wrote. Instead, 
the special counsel outlined the 
evidence and wrote that “while 
this report does not conclude that 
the President committed a crime, 
it also does not exonerate him,” 
according to Barr’s letter. 

Barr and Deputy Attorney 
General Rod Rosenstein, who ap¬ 
pointed Mueller in May 2017 and 
supervised his work, instead de¬ 
termined that the evidence “was 


not sufficient to determine that 
the president committed an ob- 
struction-of-justice offense.” 

It’s unclear how much will be 
redacted, but officials have said 
they are looking at four catego¬ 
ries of information in the report, 
which is officially titled “Report 
on the Investigation into Russian 
Interference in the 2016 Presi¬ 
dential Election.” 

Justice Department officials 
plan to conceal grand jury tes¬ 
timony, classified intelligence, 
information about ongoing inves¬ 
tigations and details that could 
damage the reputations of “pe¬ 
ripheral third parties.” 

Barr testified to a Senate panel 
on Wednesday that he would not 
use that fourth category to hide 
unflattering information involv¬ 
ing the president. “I’m talking 
about people in private life, not 
public officeholders,” he said. 

Barr’s letter suggested the re¬ 
port could contain reams of pre¬ 
viously unknown material. He 
wrote that Mueller’s prosecutors 
issued more than 2,800 subpoe¬ 
nas, executed nearly 500 search 
warrants, obtained more than 
230 orders for communication re¬ 
cords and interviewed about 500 
witnesses. 

Release of the report could 
spark a legal battle if House 
Democrats decide to issue a sub¬ 
poena for the redacted material, 
as some have vowed. 

“We will go to court. We will do 
whatever is necessary,” said Rep. 
Jerrold Nadler, the New York 
Democrat who chairs the House 
Judiciary Committee. 

Republicans opposed the 
subpoena. 

“This is reckless, it’s irrespon¬ 
sible and it’s disingenuous,” said 
Rep. Doug Collins, of Georgia, 
the top Republican on the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee. 


US terrorism label for Iran’s 
Revolutionary Guard in effect

WASHINGTON — The US. 
terrorism label for Iran’s Revo¬ 
lutionary Guard formally took 
effect on Monday amid a battle 
between the Trump administra¬ 
tion and some in Congress over 
waivers on oil and nuclear sanc¬ 
tions that are due to expire or be 
extended early next month. 

The Guard’s formal designa¬ 
tion as a “foreign terrorist or¬ 
ganization” — the first-ever for 
an entire division of another 
government — kicked in with a 
notice published in the Federal 
Register. 

The move adds a layer of sanc¬ 


tions to the elite military unit and 
makes it a crime for anyone in 
or subject to US. jurisdiction to 
provide it with material support. 
Depending on how broadly “ma¬ 
terial support” is interpreted, the 
designation may complicate US. 
diplomatic and military coopera¬ 
tion with certain third-country 
officials, notably in Iraq and Leb¬ 
anon, who deal with the Guard. 

President Donald Trump and 
Secretary of State Mike Pompeo 
announced the step with great 
fanfare last week, opening a one- 
week consultation period with 
Congress during which members 
could have raised objections. 
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Pa. synagogue 
seeking artwork 
to cover fencing

PITTSBURGH — A Pittsburgh 
synagogue where 11 people were 
killed in a mass shooting last year 
is inviting young people world¬ 
wide to submit artwork to cover 
the fencing surrounding the still- 
shuttered building.

Rebuilding.” 

Organizers said the Tree of Life 
synagogue is looking for “origi¬ 
nal, uplifting images and graph¬ 
ics” to be printed on windscreens 
that will cover the temporary 
perimeter fencing. The project is 
open to artists age 13 to 17. 

“It is our way of saying ‘thank 
you’ to our first responders and 
local and global neighbors who 
showed us so much love in the 
wake of the assault on our syna¬ 


gogue building,” according to a 
news release. 

The project’s goal, organizers 
said, “is to transform the tempo¬ 
rarily vacant and dismal site into 
a thing of beauty. It will reflect 
the strength and positivity that 
well-wishers shared with us in 
our darkest days.” 

Digital submissions are being 
accepted through May 31. Ap¬ 
propriate submissions that don’t 
make it onto the fencing will be 
displayed in a gallery on the syn¬ 
agogue’s website. 

A truck driver who authorities 
say expressed hatred of Jews has 
been charged in the Oct. 27 ram¬ 
page.

Man arrested in assault

DALLAS — Police in Dallas 
have arrested a man in the brutal 
beating of a transgender woman 
in an attack that was caught on 
cellphone video. 

Dallas police said Edward 
Thomas, 29, was arrested about 
9:30 p.m. Sunday “for his role” in 
the attack. He was jailed on suspi¬ 
cion of aggravated assault. 

Police did not say whether any¬ 
one else would be arrested in the 
beating, which happened Friday 
in broad daylight in front of a 
crowd of people, but said the case 
is being investigated as a hate 
crime. 

The woman told police she was 
attacked after a minor traffic 
accident. 

A purported video shows a 
man in a white shirt viciously 
beating the woman, apparently 
into unconsciousness, while the 
crowd looks on and homophobic 


slurs are shouted. Several women 
eventually carried the victim’s 
limp body to safety. 

Family members told Dallas 
television station WFAA that the 
woman suffered facial fractures 
and injured her right arm in the 
attack. 

Leslie McMurray, a transgen¬ 
der woman who is an education 
and advocacy coordinator at the 
Resource Center in Dallas, called 
the attack “terrifying.” 

“You could just feel the energy 
and the malevolence of this crowd 
escalate as the violence ensued 
and there was no voice standing 
up saying stop,” McMurray, who 
wasn’t present during the attack, 
told WFAA. 

“There’s no reason that our 
lives are less valuable than 
someone else or that we should 
be someone’s punching bag just 
because we’re transgender,” she 
said.

Last November, the FBI report¬ 
ed that 7,175 hate crimes were 
committed in the United States 
in 2017, the most recent year for 
which the agency had compiled 
data. Of those, 1,130 were based 
on sexual orientation bias and 119 
on gender identity bias. 

The data showed a 5% increase 
in hate crimes motivated by sex¬ 
ual orientation bias and a 4% de¬ 
crease in hate crimes motivated 
by gender identity bias. 

Of crimes motivated by gender 
identity bias, 106 targeted trans¬ 
gender people, a 1% increase 
from 2016.

ROCKVILLE, Md. — Pros¬ 
ecutors have dropped a criminal 
case against a Maryland woman 
who was charged with assaulting 
White House counselor Kelly- 
anne Conway during a confronta¬ 
tion last year at a restaurant in a 
Washington suburb. 

A trial for Mary Elizabeth 
Inabinett, 63, of Chevy Chase, 
was scheduled to start Monday 
morning in Montgomery County, 
Md. Instead, a county prosecu¬ 
tor asked a judge to dismiss the 
charges. 

Police had charged Inabinett 
last November with second- 
degree assault and disorderly 
conduct. 

Conway told police she was 
attending a birthday party with 
her teenage daughter at a Mexi¬ 
can restaurant in Bethesda, Md., 
last October when she felt some¬ 
body grab her shoulders from be¬ 


hind and shake her. The woman 
who confronted Conway yelled, 
“Shame on you!” and “other com¬ 
ments believed to be about Con¬ 
way’s political views,” according 
to a charging document prepared 
by Montgomery County police. 

Conway wasn’t injured, the 
document says. 

Montgomery County prosecu¬ 
tor Kathy Knight said Inabinett 
sent Conway a letter apologizing 
for the incident. 

“She has apologized for choos¬ 
ing this time and place to vent 
her political views,” Knight said. 
“That was inappropriate.” 

Knight noted Inabinett had 
never been arrested for a crime 
before. 

Ramon Korionoff, a spokes¬ 
man for the Montgomery County 
State’s Attorney’s Office, said 
dropping the charges is “the best 
resolution for this particular set 
of circumstances.” 


Scientists monitor increased activity surrounding Big Island volcano

HILO, Hawaii — Scientists in 
Hawaii are monitoring increas¬ 
ing activity surrounding one of 
the Big Island’s volcanoes. 

The Hawaii Volcano Observa¬ 
tory is closely monitoring Mauna 
Loa because conditions have 
risen to levels comparable to a 
more active period between 2014 
and 2017, The Hawaii Tribune- 


Herald reported Sunday. 

It is too early to predict possible 
outcomes of Mauna Loa’s activity, 
according to Tina Neal, the obser¬ 
vatory’s scientist-in-charge. 

“An eruption could be anywhere 
from months to years away,” Neal 
said. “But we do know that it’s not 
days or weeks away.” 

There have been increased 
earthquakes and ground defor¬ 


mation around Mauna Loa’s sum¬ 
mit, she said. 

Earthquakes on Mauna Loa 
dropped to fewer than five per 
week in early 2018, but there 
have been up to 90 earthquakes 
weekly since August, with most 
considered mild at 2.0 or less on 
the Richter scale, Neal said. 

Gas-monitoring equipment at 
Mauna Loa’s summit has not de¬ 


tected any emerging fumes, she 
said. 

“The most important thing is 
that there is no cause for alarm,” 
Neal said. 

An eruption last year by Ha¬ 
waii’s Kilauea volcano destroyed 
more than 700 homes from May 
through August. Kilauea’s cur¬ 
rent alert status is “normal.” 

The Kilauea eruption came 


shortly after a decrease in vol¬ 
canic activity at Mauna Loa, but 
Neal said there is no “perfect cor¬ 
relation” between the volcanoes 
indicating one always becomes 
active as the other falls silent. 

However, there is some geo¬ 
logical basis to suggest a pattern, 
and Mauna Loa’s increased activ¬ 
ity “would test that hypothesis,” 
Neal said.

BOISE, Idaho — The recent 
revelation that National Rifle As¬ 
sociation representatives had met 
with Australian politicians to dis¬ 
cuss talking points after a mass 
shooting generated outrage from 
various politicians. 

The reality is that the NRA 
has been exerting its influence 
on gun debates outside the U.S. 
for a number of years, exporting 
its firebrand rhetoric and belief 
that more guns will lead to less 
crime. 

The lobbying group has sought 
sway at the United Nations to 
make it easier to sell American 
guns overseas and has on more 
than one occasion guided gun 
rights groups in Brazil, Canada, 
Australia and elsewhere. It ad¬ 
vised gun activists in Russia, en¬ 
tanglements that in recent years 
made the NRA vulnerable to alle¬ 
gations it allowed alleged Russian 
operatives to use the organization 
to influence American politics. 

While American gun rights are 
enshrined in the U.S. Constitution 


— something that doesn’t trans¬ 
late to most countries around the 
world — the group’s track record 
of aggressively shaping the de¬ 
bate has nevertheless turned it 
into the go-to group for other gun 
rights activists outside the U.S. 

There are several reasons why 
the NRA doesn’t confine itself to 
the U.S. 

For one, it’s helpful to Ameri¬ 
can gun makers if other coun¬ 
tries make it easier for citizens to 
buy and possess firearms, open¬ 
ing up new markets. And when 
other countries ease restrictions, 
it helps bolster one of the NRA’s 
most prominent messages. 

“They can make the argument, 
you know, ‘Look, other nations 
don’t like stricter gun laws either,’ 
because one of the debate points 
that has hurt the NRA is that pret¬ 
ty much every other democratic 
nation has stricter gun laws than 
us and lower gun ownership,” said 
Robert J. Spitzer, chairman of po¬ 
litical science at the State Univer¬ 
sity of New York at Cortland and 
a longtime watcher of the NRA. 

A documentary aired last 
month by Al Jazeera reported of¬ 


ficials with Australia’s far-right 
One Nation party met with two 
NRA representatives and other 
gun rights advocates seeking 
money to undermine Australian 
gun laws. 

During the meeting, captured 
on video by an undercover jour¬ 
nalist posing as a gun lobbyist, 
they ask the NRA officials for 
advice on how to respond after 
a mass shooting. They’re told to 
start with silence and then if it 
persists, to go on the offensive. 

The NRA said it met with the 
Australians but did not provide 
any of the requested money. 

The NRA has a long overseas 
track record. 

Perhaps its biggest success 
has been in Brazil, where the 
NRA worked with activists to 
help reject a referendum in 2005 
that would have banned the sale 
of firearms and ammunition to 
civilians. 

Working with gun rights ac¬ 
tivists in that country, the NRA 
helped shape the debate. A turn¬ 
ing point, some observers have 
said, was a television ad that 
flashed scenes from key moments 


in history: Tiananmen Square, 
the fall of the Berlin Wall, Nelson 
Mandela’s release from prison. 
The ad emphasized gun rights as 
a fundamental right to freedom 
and liberty. 

Brazil suffers from high crime 
rates, especially in the poor areas 
around big cities, and what reso¬ 
nated were the NRA messages 
that are familiar to Americans: 
Owning a gun is a fundamental 
right of freedom, and if good guys 
have their guns taken away, only 
criminals will still have them. 

Canada’s gun rights movement 
has been closely tied to the NRA 
since the 1990s. In the decades 
since, NRA leaders have traveled 


to the country to warn that gun 
restrictions would interfere with 
a citizen’s right to bear arms, 
though that country does not con¬ 
sider it a constitutional right. 

When Canada first sought to 
restrict gun access in the 1990s, 
the NRA threatened a boycott by 
American hunters spending tour¬ 
ism dollars in the country. 

The NRA also has worked 
closely to advise such groups as 
the Canadian Shooting Sports As¬ 
sociation on how to lobby against 
that country’s registry of gun 
owners. It took more than a de¬ 
cade but Canada’s gun registry 
was ultimately repealed in 2012.

Unions

WASHINGTON — Rep. Ilhan 
Omar says she’s faced increased 
death threats since President 
Donald Trump spread around a 
video that purports to show her 
being dismissive of the 2001 ter¬ 
rorist attacks.

Pelosi was among Democrats 
who had criticized Trump over 
the tweet, with some accusing 
him of trying to incite violence 
against the Muslim lawmaker. An 
upstate New York man recently 
was charged with making death 
threats against her.

Pelosi said officials will con¬ 
tinue to monitor and assess 
threats against Omar and called 
on Trump to discourage such 
behavior. 

Neither Trump’s tweet nor the 
video included Omar’s full quote 
or the context of her comments, 
which were about Muslims feel¬ 
ing that their civil liberties had 
eroded after the 9/11 attacks. 

Sanders questioned why Dem¬ 
ocrats weren’t following Trump’s 
example and calling out Omar 
too. Democrats who criticized the 
president over the tweet defended 
Omar, with some noting their past 
disagreements with her.

Mainstream retailers embrace hemp 
ingredient despite its murky status

NEW YORK — Mainstream retailers 
are leaping into the world of products like 
skin creams and oils that tout such benefits 
as reducing anxiety and helping you sleep. 

The key ingredient? CBD, or cannabi- 
diol, a compound derived from hemp and 
marijuana that doesn’t cause a high. 

Retailers are taking advantage of the 
booming industry even as its legal status 
and health benefits remain murky. And 
the flood of products is testing how federal 
regulators can police it. 

Retail sales of CBD consumer products 
in 2018 were estimated to reach as much 
as $2 billion, according to Cowen & Co. By 
2025, that figure could hit $16 billion in re¬ 
tail sales, the investment firm predicts. 

CBD has been cropping up in everything 
from dog treats to bath balms in the past 
few months. Domestic diva Martha Stewart 
is working with Canada’s Canopy Growth 
Corp. to develop new CBD products. And 
the nation’s largest mall owner, Simon 
Property Group, has hooked up with a can¬ 
nabis goods maker to open roughly 100 ki¬ 
osks at its U.S. malls by midsummer. 

Authentic Fitness is planning to sell CBD 
foot creams, oils and soaps under the Nine 
West brand starting this fall. And CVS 
Health is beginning to sell CBD-infused 
creams, sprays, lotions and salves at more 
than 800 stores in seven states. Drug store 
rivals Walgreens and Rite Aid are now fol¬ 
lowing suit. 

Even high-end retailers are getting in 
on the action, charging anywhere from 
$12 to $150 an ounce. Barneys New York 
has opened a shop in Beverly Hills, Calif., 
that sells CBD-infused creams along with 
hand-blown glass bongs and other acces¬ 
sories, while Neiman Marcus is now of¬ 
fering an array of CBD-infused beauty 
products including balms, lotions, soaps 


and masks in five of its stores. 

“There’s definitely a huge opportunity 
for expansion,” said Matthew Mazzucca, 
creative director at Barneys New York. 

He acknowledged, however, the legal 
hurdles are still hard to navigate, and com¬ 
panies should take it slow. 

Indeed, some are doing just that. Walmart 
says it doesn’t have plans to carry CBD- 
infused products at this time, and Target, 
which in 2017 sold hemp extract products 
on its website but then quickly yanked 
them, said it’s monitoring the situation. 

Meanwhile, online behemoth Amazon 
is staying clear of the stuff Spokeswoman 
Cecilia Fan said the company prohibits the 
sale of products that contain CBD and will 
remove them from its site if it sees them. 

CBD’s ubiquity persists despite very 
little evidence for all the health claims the 
industry touts. If you believe in the hype, 
CBD treats pain, reduces anxiety and helps 
you sleep and keeps you focused. But most 
claims are based on studies in rats, mice 
or in test tubes. Human research has been 


done but on small numbers of people. 

Only drugs that have been reviewed by 
the U.S. Food and Drug Administration as

“We are a more anxious society, and 
people are looking for cures,” said Kit 
Yarrow, a consumer psychologist and pro¬ 
fessor at Golden Gate University in San 
Francisco. “There’s a growing distrust in 
business and pharma, and so people are 
wanting to find cures that seem more real 
and wholesome.” 


Amy Nichols, a former food scientist 
from Indianapolis, reflects that distrust. 
Nichols, 46, who’s been battling symptoms 
from autoimmune illness, has been using 
CBD oils by a brand called Recept that she 
sticks under her tongue. 

“For me, this is a more natural solution 
to treating symptoms that I am having in¬ 
stead of taking painkillers,” said Nichols, 
who now works as a sales representative 
for Recept. “I have more energy. I get more 
done. I am in less pain. I am more active.” 

CBD is operating within a patchwork of 
regulations that vary by cities and states. 
In New York City, regulators prohibit out¬ 
lets from selling CBD-infused food and 
beverages, threatening them with fines. 
Maine’s governor, on the other hand, 
signed an emergency bill in late March 
allowing CBD in food products after state 
inspectors warned stores to pull them from 
shelves earlier in the year. 

The farm bill, passed late last year, gave 
states and the US. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture authority to regulate industrial hemp, 
a type of cannabis that is high in CBD. 
That opened the door to hemp-derived 
CBD products. 

But the farm bill gave the FDA author¬ 
ity over the food supply, and the agency re¬ 
cently warned that it’s illegal to add CBD 
or THC — the compound that gives mari¬ 
juana its high — to human or animal food 
and beverages and transport it over state 
lines. Dietary supplements using CBD are 
also illegal. 

Bigger players like CVS and Walgreens 
are sticking with skin creams and lotions, 
about which the FDA hasn’t specifically 
expressed concern. Others are “rolling the 
dice” and selling CBD-infused drinks and 
supplements anyway in hopes of a profit, 
said Whitt Steineker, a Birmingham, Ala., 
attorney who advises the hemp industry. 

“They have determined the reward is 
worth the risk,” Steineker said.

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Fire engulfs iconic Paris cathedral

PARIS — A massive fire engulfed the roof 
of Notre Dame Cathedral in the heart of the 
French capital Monday, shooting up its long 
spire and sending thick plumes of smoke high 
into the blue sky as tourists and Parisians 
looked on aghast from the streets below. 

The cathedral is home to incalculable works 
of art and is one of the world’s most famous 
tourist attractions. 

The cause of the blaze was not known but a 
Notre Dame spokesman said the entire wood¬ 
en interior of the 12th-century landmark is 
burning and likely to be destroyed. 

The deputy mayor of Paris says the cathe¬ 
dral has suffered “colossal damages.” 

Speaking to BFMTV, Deputy Mayor Em¬ 
manuel Gregoire said first responders are 
now trying to salvage the art and other price¬ 
less pieces stored in the cathedral. 

French media quoted the Paris fire brigade 
saying the fire is “potentially linked” to a $6.8 
million renovation project on the church’s 
spire and its 250 tons of lead. 

Flames shot out of the roof behind the 
nave of the cathedral, among the most vis¬ 
ited landmarks in the world. The sight of 
the flames stopped passersby in their tracks 
along the Seine River that passes beneath the 
cathedral. 

French President Emmanuel Macron post¬ 
poned a televised speech to the nation because 
of the stunning blaze and was going to the ca¬ 
thedral himself 


Macron’s pre-recorded speech was set to 
be aired Monday evening to lay out his long- 
awaited answers to the yellow vest crisis that 
has rocked the country since last November. 

Associated Press reporters at the scene saw 
massive plumes of yellow brown smoke filling 


the air above the Cathedral and ash falling on 
the island that houses Notre Dame and marks 
the center of Paris. 

Paris Mayor Anne Hidalgo urged Paris 
citizens to respect the security perimeter that 
has been set around the cathedral. 


UN whistleblower targeted in probe of misconduct

GENEVA — A year after claims of sexu¬ 
al assault and harassment rocked the U.N. 
agency that fights HIV, UNAIDS looked like 
it might be on the mend. The top deputy fac¬ 
ing the allegations had departed, the leader 
who presided over the troubled institution an¬ 
nounced plans to bow out early, and manag¬ 
ers vowed to correct the “toxic” atmosphere 
identified in a scathing probe. 

But the upheaval is not over. 

Confidential documents obtained by The 
Associated Press show UNAIDS is grappling 
with previously unreported allegations of fi¬ 
nancial and sexual misconduct involving Mar¬ 
tina Brostrom, who went public last March 
with claims that one of the organization’s top 
officials assaulted her in 2015. 

As part of a preliminary internal inquiry, 
investigators for the World Health Organi¬ 
zation, which oversees UNAIDS, wrote that 
they had found “evidence” that Brostrom and 


her former supervisor 
may have taken part in 
“fraudulent practices and 
misuse of travel funds,” 
the documents show. 

The inquiry was put 
on hold in late 2016 
after Brostrom asked for 
whistleblower protection 
under U.N. regulations 
in a formal complaint to 
UNAIDS Executive Di¬ 
rector Michel Sidibe alleging that Dr. Luiz 
Loures, one of Sidibe’s deputies, forcibly 
kissed her and tried to drag her out of a Bang¬ 
kok hotel elevator. 

In a statement that did not identify Brostrom 
by name, UNAIDS said the investigation was 
suspended “to safeguard the integrity of a po¬ 
tentially related sexual harassment case.” 

Edward Flaherty, a lawyer for Brostrom, 
said she had no knowledge of any such 
inquiry. 

The allegations of sexual assault and mana¬ 
gerial mismanagement in the aftermath of the 


complaints lodged by Brostrom, who is Swed¬ 
ish, prompted Sweden to announce last year 
it would suspend its funding to the agency. 
The Scandinavian country is UNAIDS’ No. 
2 donor, providing more than $30 million in 
2017. 

Brostrom’s complaint against Loures 
prompted two inquiries — a U.N. investiga¬ 
tion that concluded there was insufficient 
evidence to support her claims and an inde¬ 
pendent assessment of the agency’s manage¬ 
ment that found a culture of impunity and 
“defective leadership.” 

The sexual assault and harassment case 
against Loures has been reopened and is now 
in the hands of the U.N. Office of Internal 
Oversight Services following criticism of how 
it was handled by UNAIDS and the WHO. 
Loures left the U.N. in March 2018. 

The investigation into potential misconduct 
by Brostrom and her former supervisor will 
resume “as soon as appropriate,” UNAIDS 
spokeswoman Sophie Barton-Knott said in an 
email. 



Former Volkswagen CEO charged with fraud in Germany

FRANKFURT, Germany 
— German prosecutors have in¬ 
dicted former Volkswagen CEO 
Martin Winterkorn and four oth¬ 
ers on charges of fraud and un¬ 
fair competition, saying he failed 
to prevent the manipulation of 
engine software that let Volkswa¬ 
gen cars cheat on diesel emission 
tests. 

Prosecutors in Braunschweig 
said Monday that Winterkorn 


knew about the deceptive soft¬ 
ware since at least May 25, 2014, 
despite his public statements he 
only became aware of the issue 
shortly before the scandal broke 
in September 2015. 

The prosecutors said the defen¬ 
dants — all of them top Volkswa¬ 
gen managers — were part of an 
ongoing deception that started in 
2006. 

The company has admitted in¬ 
stalling software that could tell 
when the cars were on test stands 
for emissions certification. When 


the cars went on to everyday driv¬ 
ing, the emission controls were 
turned off, improving mileage 
and performance but emitting far 
more than the US. legal limit of 
nitrogen oxides, a class of pollut¬ 
ant that is harmful to health. 

The prosecutors say the defen¬ 
dants added a software update 
costing 23 million euros in 2014 
in an attempt to cover up the 
true reason for the elevated pol¬ 
lution emissions during regular 
driving. 

Winterkorn and the others face 


from six months to 10 years im¬ 
prisonment if convicted on charg¬ 
es of aggravated fraud involving 
serious losses. 

Volkswagen has paid more 
than 27 billion euros in fines and 
settlements in the months and 
years since being caught. 

The company apologized and 
pleaded guilty to criminal charg¬ 
es in the United States, where 
two executives were sentenced 
to prison and several others 
charged, although they could not 
be extradited. 


Fertility doctor may have 
fathered more children 

THE HAGUE, Netherlands — 
A Dutch fertility doctor who used 
his own sperm to inseminate 49 
women may have fathered even 
more children. 

Ties van der Meer, of the Dutch 
Donor Child Foundation, said 
Monday that three more people 
contacted him over the weekend 
because they suspect they may 
also have been conceived using 
the sperm of Dr. Jan Karbaat. 

DNA tests revealed last week 
that Karbaat, who died two years 
ago, was the biological father of 
49 children. 

6 in court for sending 
mosque attack images 

WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
— Six people appeared in a New 
Zealand court Monday on charg¬ 
es they illegally redistributed the 
video a gunman livestreamed 
as he shot worshippers at two 
mosques last month. 

Christchurch District Court 
Judge Stephen O’Driscoll denied 
bail to businessman Philip Arps 
and an 18-year-old suspect who 
both were taken into custody in 
March. The four others are not in 
custody. 

The charge of supplying or dis¬ 
tributing objectionable material 
carries a penalty of up to 14 years 
imprisonment. 

Widow of late Serbian 
strongman dies at 76 

BELGRADE, Serbia — The 
widow of the late Serbian strong¬ 
man Slobodan Milosevic, who 
was often dubbed Lady Macbeth 
of the Balkans because of the 
huge influence she had on her 
husband, died Sunday in Russia 
at the age of 76, friends and party 
associates said. 

Serbian state television said 
Mirjana Markovic died in a hos¬ 
pital in Moscow. 

There were no official details 
from Russia, where she had lived 
since 2003, about the cause of 
death, but Serbian media said 
Markovic died of pneumonia and 
had undergone several recent 
surgeries. 

Markovic is survived by her 
son and her daughter, Marija. 

Death of rare turtle 
leaves 3 in the world 

BEIJING — The only known 
female member of one of the 
world’s rarest turtle species has 
died at a zoo in southern China, 
officials said Sunday. 

The animal was one of four 
Yangtze giant softshell turtles 
known to be remaining in the 
world. The Suzhou zoo, where the 
female turtle lived, also houses 
a male Yangtze giant softshell 
turtle. The other two live in 
Vietnam. 

The turtle died Saturday af¬ 
ternoon, the Suzhou city govern¬ 
ment said in a statement, citing 
the zoo. 

The state-run People’s Daily 
reported that the turtle was over 
90 years old and had undergone a 
fifth attempt at artificial insemi¬ 
nation shortly before she died.

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Fuel removal from Fukushima reactor begins

TOKYO — The operator of the 
tsunami-wrecked Fukushima nu¬ 
clear plant began removing fuel 
Monday from a cooling pool at 
one of three reactors that melted 
down in the 2011 disaster, a mile¬ 
stone in what will be a decades- 
long process to decommission the 
facility. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co. said 
workers started removing the 
first of 566 used and unused fuel 
units stored in the pool at Unit 3. 
The fuel units in the pool located 
high up in reactor buildings are 
intact despite the disaster, but the 
pools are not enclosed, so remov¬ 
ing the units to safer ground is 
crucial to avoid disaster in case of 
another mgjor earthquake simi¬ 
lar to the one that caused the 2011 
tsunami. 

TEPCO says the removal at 
Unit 3 will take two years, fol¬ 
lowed by the two other reactors, 
where about 1,000 fuel units re¬ 
main in the storage pools. 

Removing fuel units from the 
cooling pools comes ahead of the 
real challenge of removing melt¬ 
ed fuel from inside the reactors, 
but details of how that might be 
done are still largely unknown. 
Removing the fuel in the cooling 
pools was delayed more than four 
years by mishaps, high radiation 
and radioactive debris from an 
explosion that occurred at the 
time of the reactor meltdowns, 
underscoring the difficulties that 
remain. 

Workers are remotely operat¬ 
ing a crane built underneath a 
jelly roll-shaped roof cover to 
raise the fuel from a storage rack 
in the pool and place it into a pro¬ 
tective cask. The whole process 
occurs underwater to prevent ra¬ 
diation leaks. Each cask will be 
filled with seven fuel units, then 
lifted from the pool and lowered 
to a truck that will transport the 
cask to a safer cooling pool else¬ 
where at the plant. 

The work is carried out remote¬ 
ly from a control room about 500 
yards away because of still-high 
radiation levels inside the reactor 
building that houses the pool. 

“We will watch the progress 
at the site as we put safety first,” 
plant chief Tomohiko Isogai told 
Japanese public broadcaster 
NHK. “Our goal is not to rush 
the process but to carefully pro¬ 
ceed with the decommissioning 
work.” 

About an hour after the work 
began Monday, the first fuel unit 
was safely stored inside the cask, 
TEPCO spokesman Takahiro Ki- 
moto said. Monday’s operation 
was to end after a fourth unit is 
placed inside the cask, he said. 

No major damage was found on 
the fuel unit Monday, but plant 
officials will closely examine if 
there are any pinholes or other ir¬ 
regularities, Kimoto said. 

The removal, however, raises 
a storage capacity concern at the 
plant because the common pool, 
where fuel from the Unit 3 pool 
heads to, already has 6,000 fuel 
units and is almost full. Kimoto

said TEPCO has made room at 
the common pool for the incom¬ 
ing fuel by moving years-old and 
sufficiently cooled fuel into dry 
casks for safer, long-term storage, 
though details are being worked 
out. 

In 2014, TEPCO safely re¬ 
moved all 1,535 fuel units from 
the storage pool at a fourth reac¬ 
tor that was idle and had no fuel 
inside its core when the March 
11,2011, earthquake and tsunami 
occurred. 

Robotic probes have photo¬ 
graphed and detected traces of 
damaged nuclear fuel in the three 
reactors that had meltdowns, but 
the exact location and other de¬ 
tails of the melted fuel are largely 
unknown. Removing fuel from 
the cooling pools will help free up 
space for the subsequent removal 
of the melted fuel, though details 
on how to gain access to it have 
yet to be decided. 

Experts say the melted fuel 


in the three reactors amounts to 
more than 800 tons, an enormous 
amount that is more than six 
times that of the 1979 accident at 
Three Mile Island, where one re¬ 
actor had a partial core melt. 

In February, a remote-con¬ 
trolled robot with tongs removed 
pebbles of nuclear debris from the 
Unit 2 reactor but was unable to 
remove larger chunks, indicating 
a robot would need to be developed 
that can break the chunks into 
smaller pieces. Toshiba Corp.’s 
energy systems unit, which de¬ 
veloped the robot, said the find¬ 
ings were key to determining the 
proper equipment and technolo¬ 
gies needed to remove the melted 
fuel, the most challenging part of 
the decommissioning. 

TEPCO and government of¬ 
ficials plan to determine meth¬ 
ods for removing the melted fuel 
from each of the three damaged 
reactors later this year so they 
can begin the process in 2021.

When Hayden Myer made an 
eye doctor’s appointment for the 
end of April, he told the clinic that 
he might not show up for the visit 
if his tax refund didn’t arrive in 
time.

The Kansas City Star reported 
that beer drinkers are unlikely to 
notice a big difference because 
the outdated law measured alco¬ 
hol by weight, but alcohol is now 


measured by volume. 

The stronger beers now al¬ 
lowed could contain just a few 
drops of alcohol more than the 
3.2% varieties.

CinemaCon reveals some 


can’t-miss flicks of 2019

T here are plenty of films that Hol¬ 
lywood studios want the crowds 
at CinemaCon to like. They’re 
often the titles positioned toward 
the end of the flashy annual presentations 
movie companies put on for theater own¬ 
ers. The films whose questionable quality 
studios hope to distract from by trotting 
out charming stars such as Dwayne John¬ 
son and John Cena. The ones you hear a 
lot of hype about onstage but don’t actu¬ 
ally see a lot of preview footage from at 
Caesars Palace’s Colosseum. 

After four days in Las Vegas, we’ve 
heard the hard sells for dozens of films 
that Warner Bros., Universal, Disney 
(and its newly acquired Fox assets). Para¬ 
mount, Lionsgate and STX plan to release 
in 2019. But now that the casino smoke has 
cleared from our eyes, we’ll take a stab at 
predicting five titles that will actually be 
worth your time at the cinema this year. 

And just for the record, we’re not includ¬ 
ing any titles that screened in full during 
CinemaCon after earlier film festival pre¬ 
mieres — Amazon’s “Late Night,” War¬ 
ner Bros.’ “Blinded by the Light,” Neon’s 
“Wild Rose” or Lionsgate’s “Long Shot” 
— only the projects still too under-wraps 
to reveal in full to audiences. 

‘Rocketman’ (May 31) 

Yes, this was one of those films Para¬ 
mount clearly wanted everyone to like. 
Posters for the movie were plastered all 
over the hotel, and the studio handed out 
T-shirts bearing the film’s name. 

We must admit, though, the movie looks 
really good. Like, way better than “Bohe¬ 
mian Rhapsody” good. 

“Rocketman”—which is rumored to be 
playing at the Cannes Film Festival next 
month — is an Elton John biopic star¬ 
ring Taron Egerton, best known from the 
“Kingsman” franchise. It was directed by 
Dexter Fletcher, who took over on “Rhap¬ 
sody” when Bryan Singer was fired with 
just weeks left in production. 

The movie tracks John’s rise to fame 
from his origins in London, where he 
struggled to gain the attention of music 
executives. Once he finds his stride, he 
books a gig at the legendary Troubadour 
in West Hollywood, and his career takes 
off 

“We always felt we wanted to be irrev¬ 
erent with the role, and felt like audiences 
were getting a glimpse behind closed 
doors,” said Egerton. “This is the life of 
a man who’s had a notoriously turbulent 
time... but we felt it was very important to 
make fans happy and make him likable.” 

Given the number of John’s hits, we can 
see this film racking up just as much — if 
not more — at the box office as “Bohemi¬ 
an Rhapsody,” which has collected $896 
million worldwide. 

‘Yesterday’ (June 28) 

Yes, it’s another music film, but hear us 
out. The premise is undeniably savvy: An 
aspiring singer-songwriter gets hit by a 
bus, and when he wakes up, he’s in some 
sort of alternate universe where he’s the 
only one who knows the Beatles exist. His 
Google searches for the iconic band liter¬ 
ally turn up images of bugs. 


So he does what anyone would do 
in that hypothetical situation: He pre¬ 
tends he wrote all the Beatles’ songs 
and becomes a superstar. 

The actor at the center of the story is 
Himesh Patel, a newcomer whom di¬ 
rector Danny Boyle discovered. 

We’re excited for Boyle’s return to 
the musical genre after darker films 
such as “T2 Trainspotting” and “127 
Hours.” The filmmaker admitted he 
was initially resistant to the idea but 
was quickly won over by the screen¬ 
play by Richard Curtis (“Four 
Weddings and a Funeral,” “Love 
Actually”). 

‘Joker’ (Oct. 4) 


If you’ve seen the trailer for Todd 
Phillips’ new take on “Joker,” this 
one doesn’t need a lot of explain¬ 
ing. We’ll admit we were skeptical 
about “The Hangover” director 
taking on a DC property — but if 
the film is anything like the trailer, 
it seems the gritty origin story of 
how the villain came to evil after 
years of mockery might actually be 
kind of moving. 

After Heath Ledger’s iconic, 
Oscar-winning performance as the 
Joker in “The Dark Knight” and 
Jared Leto’s more, uh, punk spin in 
“Suicide Squad,” it looks like Joaquin 
Phoenix’s subtler, potentially quiet 
take could be a nice change of pace. 


‘Ford V. Ferrari’ (Nov. 15) 


‘Knives Out’ (Nov. 27) 


Rian Johnson has been in the 
big leagues for years. He directed 2017’s 
“Star Wars: Episode VIII — The Last 
Jedi” and has been tapped to write an¬ 
other trilogy in the franchise. 

Despite those quite hefty commitments, 
Johnson took time last year to work on 
more of a passion project: “Knives Out,” 
a dark comedy whodunit with an all-star 
ensemble cast. As a “die-hard Agatha 
Christie fan” since he was a teen, John¬ 
son said he wanted to channel the author’s 


“sharply drawn characters, suspense, 
[and] humor” into a screenplay. 

The film is a mystery in which a fam¬ 
ily is trying to uncover how its patriarch 
(Christopher Plummer) suddenly dropped 
dead after his 85th birthday. Lakeith 
Stanfield and Daniel Craig are the inves¬ 
tigators, while the family members are 
played by the likes of Toni Collette, Mi¬ 
chael Shannon and Chris Evans. 

Think “Clue,” but with a lot more style. 


It’s still hard to believe we actually 
saw footage, given all the drama the 
project has gone through. The film 
went through numerous directors, 
including Michael Mann and Jo¬ 
seph Kosinski, before landing with 
James Mangold (“Walk the Line,” 
“Logan”). At one point. Brad Pitt 
and Tom Cruise were supposed to 
star. Eventually, Christian Bale 
was tapped to play racer Ken Miles, 
while Matt Damon took on the role 
of engineer Carroll Shelby. 

The film, based on A.J. Baime’s 
“Go Like Hell: Ford, Ferrari, and 
Their Battle for Speed,” follows 
Shelby as he attempts to build a 
Ford that can beat a Ferrari in the 
1966 Le Mans race. 

The film looks to be filled with 
high-paced drama, as Shelby tries 
to persuade his boss to enter a 
car in the race even though “we 
haven’t worked out how to corner 
yet, or stay on the ground ... but 
we’re lighter, we’re faster, and if 
that don’t work, we’re nastier.”

‘Shazam!’ bests newcomers 
with $25. IM second weekend 

A rush of newcomers couldn’t shake 
“Shazam!” from the top spot as the super¬ 
hero comedy led the box office for the sec¬ 
ond straight weekend with $25.1 million in 
ticket sales, according to studio estimates 
Sunday. 

The body-swap comic-book adaptation 
“Shazam!” — about a teenage boy (Asher 
Angel) who can turn into an adult-sized su¬ 
perhero (Zachary Levi) with a simple com¬ 
mand — held solidly in its second week. 
Capitalizing on good reviews and word-of- 
mouth, “Shazam!” has grossed $94.9 mil¬ 
lion through Sunday with a worldwide total 
of $258.8 million. 

Lionsgate’s “Hellboy” reboot, the ani¬ 
mated Laika Studios release “Missing 
Link,” the college romance “After” and 
even the long-delayed “Mary Magdalene,” 
originally to be released by the Weinstein 
Co., all opened in theaters. 

The strongest new release was “Little.” 
The body-swap comedy, made for just $20 
million, came in second with $15.5 million. 
The film stars 14-year-old Marsai Martin, 
who also executive produced the film, the 
youngest ever so credited in Hollywood 
history. 

Lionsgate and Millennium’s “Hellboy” 
had been expected by many to vie with 
“Shazam!” on the weekend. But on the 
heels of terrible reviews (just 15% “fresh” 
on Rotten Tomatoes), it flopped with $12 
million against a $50 million budget. 

“Missing Link,” about the discovery of a 
creature in the Pacific Northwest, opened 
with a disappointing $5.8 million. 

Ariana Grande posts images of 
her brain scans on Instagram 

Singer-songwriter Ariana Grande has 
posted images on Instagram showing what 
she suggests is a scan of her brain after a 
battle with post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Grande, who has been open about how 
she has struggled with PTSD symptoms 
since the 2017 attack at her concert in 
Manchester, England, shared her brain 
scans April 11 in Instagram Stories. One 
photo showed what she said was a healthy 
brain compared to a brain with PTSD, and 
then she posted another image showing 
her own brain. 

“Hilarious and terrifying,” Grande 
wrote. She added the images were “not a 
joke.” 

Susan Bookheimer, a professor of cog¬ 
nitive neuroscience at the University of 
California at Los Angeles’s medical school, 
said that low-resolution scans like the one 
that Grande appeared to share cannot di¬ 
agnose or show symptoms of PTSD. 

Amazon: Woody Allen’s 
comments wrecked movie deal 

Woody Allen breached his four-movie 
deal with the online giant by making state¬ 
ments about the #MeToo movement that 
damaged prospects for promoting his 
films, an Amazon lawyer said. 

Attorney Robert Klieger told US. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Denise Cote on April 19 that the 
company protected itself after Allen made 
“public comments that at a minimum were 
insensitive to the #MeToo movement.” 

The hearing was related to a lawsuit 
Allen filed in February seeking at least 
$68 million in damages. The lawsuit said 
Amazon ended his 2017 contract in June 
without ever releasing a completed film, 
“A Rainy Day in New York.”

2019 Kia Niro PHEV EX Premium: 

Sippy re-Soul? 

Price: $35,970. About $500 more for 
fancy paint and carpets. A base PHEV 
starts at $28,500. 

Conventional wisdom: Edmunds likes its 
“useful cargo space and utility, a battery 
that can top up in the time it takes for din¬ 
ner and a movie,” but said the seats were a 
downside. 

Marketer’s pitch: “Join the electric 
evolution.” 

Reality: Yeah, sure, join it. 

What’s new: I first tried the Niro for 2017, 
and I came away smitten. The little car is 
like a SemiSoul — a small wagon body 
style but without the pitiful fuel economy 
and lacking some of the cooler touches. 

I thought no improvement would be more 
welcome than a plug-in version, and lo and 
behold, here one is. 

Fuel economy: And here comes the pay¬ 
off, nice and early. I averaged 59 mpg in the 
usual round of testing (in a 2018 model, but 
it’s virtually identical to the 2019). That’s 
far higher than the 42 that I saw while 
driving the 2017 standard hybrid version. 

I didn’t take any long trips in the Niro, so 
I was able to plug it in every 50 to 75 miles 
or so, thus I could make the most of the 26 
miles of electric range. 

Up to speed: And, believe me, I didn’t 
baby this Niro. I put the 109-horsepower 
1.6-liter four-cylinder engine and its 60- 
horsepower motor mate (totaling 139 hp) 
to the test. 

A sport mode (Hear that, Toyota Prius? 
Say it with me: sport mode) offers even 


more zip than one would expect. 

The Niro Plug-In reached 60 mph in 9 
seconds flat, according to Car and Driver. 

On the curves: The speed of the Niro is 
plenty of fun, especially after switching 
out of Eco mode (which, honestly, is kind 
of a dog). But expecting a vehicle like this 
to hug the curves is probably too much. 
(Skids around curve; feels as if car will fall 
over.) Yep, too much. True story. 

Shifty: Unlike most hybrid systems, 
the Niro offers an honest-to-goodness six- 
speed transaxle, so shiftability is available 


for shift-loving geeks like me. And Kia 
does a nice job of offering good feedback 
from the shift lever. 

Play some tunes: The Niro as tested 
received Kia’s Harman Kardon premium 
audio. Its sound is not bad, maybe a B-t, but 
its functionality is delightful. Knobs control 
volume and tuning and buttons move users 
from radio to media to map easily. Sirius 
XM fans will like the virtually unlimited 
presets with 10 that are always recording, 
so finding a good song (and listening to it 
over and over) is simple. Its 8-inch screen 


is also ample among smaller cars as well. 

Inside: The Niro’s seats are just lacking 
a bit of something-something that the Souls 
have. The Soul seats seem to cradle while 
the Niro’s just plop drivers on top and let us 
slide around. 

The dashboard is also a lot plainer, as 
well. It’s worth noting, though, that my 
wife found the Niro to be a nice car, which 
is high praise from her. 

Keeping warm and cool: Still, buyers 
(at this trim level, at least) will appreci¬ 
ate the heated and cooled front seats. The 
HVAC system itself also functions easily, 
with knobs for temperature and buttons for 
blower speed and location. 

Friends and stuff: Rear-seat passen¬ 
gers won’t get all the creature comforts of 
the front, but they will find a comfortable 
seat that also provides good leg, foot and 
headroom. 

Cargo space is 19.4 cubic feet behind 
the rear seat and 54.5 with the seat folded, 
both comparable to the Soul. 

Rattletrap? I confess I was more than 
a little annoyed by a rattle from the rear 
of the Niro. It seemed to be emanating 
from the rear bumper, although I never 
confirmed the problem with the fleet com¬ 
pany. The noise did get one hit on the inter¬ 
net, so I suspect there’s a technical service 
bulletin coming sometime. 

Where it’s built: Hwasung, South Korea. 

How it’s built: Consumer Reports pre¬ 
dicts a 4 out of 5 for reliability of the Niro 
Hybrid, with no separate info for the 
Plug-In. 

In the end: Forget the disappointing fuel 
economy of the Soul, but forget the afford¬ 
ability, as well. The value of the trade-off 
depends on your preferences, but I’d lean 
toward the Niro.

Unsurprising black hole photo still big deal

I t was an amazing time to be an as¬ 
tronomer, as we all looked at the first 
image of a supermassive black hole. 
Black holes are objects so dense that 
not even light can escape their gravitation¬ 
al pull. They are a consequence of general 
relativity, in which massive objects bend 
space, and thus the paths of light rays. At 
the center of the black hole is a singular¬ 
ity, which is not described by physical laws 
as we know them. But the point of no re¬ 
turn, the boundary between physics as we 
know it and the unknown, is a larger radius 
called the event horizon. 

I am a black-hole hunter. But, until now, 
much of the evidence has been circum¬ 
stantial. We see mass concentrations in the 
centers of galaxies, but in most cases we 
cannot prove that the densities are those of 
a black hole. Even so, these supermassive 
black holes capture our imagination. My 
husband always asks me, what happens in¬ 
side a black hole. Last week, astronomers 
came as close to that edge as we can get, 
in a triumph of creativity, passion and 
dedication — as well as a confirmation of 
our faith in the existence of supermassive 
black holes. 

In 2012, early data from the Event Hori¬ 
zon Telescope about a black hole in the gal¬ 
axy Messier 87, or M87, was released. The 
Event Horizon, a network of telescopes 
from the South Pole to North America, had 
combined radio waves to peer into the very 
heart of the black hole, with its mass of 6.5 
billion suns. It looked like ... a blob. So I 
was not quite prepared for the beautiful 
ring unveiled last week. 

I was awed by the tremendous work that

theorist in astrophysics 


went into producing that image. My friend 
and colleague Dan Marrone spent many 
months at the South Pole, far from his fam¬ 
ily, with little time to eat or sleep, to make 
this happen, and he was only one of 200 sci¬ 
entists working hard over the past decade. 

However, what has really stuck with me 
is a comment from Avery Broderick, a the¬ 
orist in astrophysics who makes the model 
predictions of what light rays should do 
right at the edge of the event horizon. The 
models were exactly right — a triumph for 
the theory of general relativity that Albert 
Einstein formulated more than a century 
ago. 

“I have to admit that I was a little stunned 
that it matched so closely the predictions 
that we had made,” Broderick said during 
Wednesday’s news conference announc¬ 
ing the result. “It’s gratifying, sometimes 
frustrating.” 

I get this frustration — did the modeling 
have to work so well? After all that work, 
couldn’t we just get a hint of new physics? 
A challenge to general relativity that might 
open fresh theoretical horizons? Indeed, I 
was asked by a journalist whether there 
was really anything interesting about the 
M87 image, when we were just seeing ex-

actly what we expected to see. 

So after the decade of investment, the 
sleepless nights, the petabytes of data, the 
heroic imaging efforts, was the Event Ho¬ 
rizon Telescope worth the investment? 

Yes, absolutely. We can never know what 
surprises nature holds until we push right 
up against the edge of what is possible. 
Confirming the predictions of general 
relativity, and seeing the event horizon, is 
magical. Yes, finding new physical laws 
would be splashy, but strong and clear con¬ 
firmation of the theoretical is both funda¬ 
mentally important and surprising in its 
own right. 

I am confident that as the Event Horizon 
Telescope incorporates more telescopes 
and observes at higher resolution, more 
surprises will emerge. Meanwhile, I will 
sleep better knowing that there really is a 
singularity at the center of M87.

Don’t vilify; communicate with anti-vax parents

O ver the years, I have noticed a 
steady increase in anti-vaccine 
misinformation circulating on so¬ 
cial media. I find it troubling, but I 
am somewhat reassured because for every 
anti-vaccine click-bait article posted, there 
are 20 other posts urging parents to follow 
their pediatrician’s vaccine schedule. 

So when I read that there was a con¬ 
firmed case of the measles in Baltimore 
recently, I was alarmed but not surprised. 

My first reaction is anger. How could any¬ 
one deny the indisputable evidence from 
hundreds of studies that prove the safety 
and efficacy of childhood immunizations? 

My second reaction is fear — not only for 
the unvaccinated children but for the ba¬ 
bies too young to be immunized, as well as 
immunocompromised adults. 

Scrolling through hundreds of Facebook 
comments, I see that I am not alone in my 
fear and outrage. “Vaccinate your damn 
kids!” one angry father writes. “I’m never 
leaving the house again,” an 8-week-old 
infant’s mother laments. 

Their feelings are understandable; it’s 
hard to understand the logic behind refus¬ 
ing to vaccinate children, and it’s easy to 
blame their parents. 

Still, I wonder how this blame-game will 
play out. Will the mountains of scientific 
evidence behind vaccines convince vac- 
cine-hesitant parents, or will it push them 
farther into the depths of internet con¬ 
spiracy black holes insisting that vaccines 
cause autism? I’d put money on the latter. 

In my health communications class in 
college, vaccines were a monthlong topic 
of discussion. But rather than focusing on 


the debate itself, we learned how to com¬ 
municate with vaccine-hesitant parents. 
We learned about confirmation bias: the 
tendency to seek out information that con¬ 
firms what we already believe. 

We learned that bombarding vaccine- 
hesitant parents with research and data 
would likely never change their minds be¬ 
cause being an “anti-vaxxer” is more than 
just a belief; it’s an identity. We learned 
that calling parents who are opposed to 
or hesitant of vaccinating their children 
“anti-vaxxers” only feeds into this identity 
and pushes them farther away. 

My perspective on how we should 
communicate with parents who express 
concerns or hesitations about vaccines 
changed. I discovered that more often than 
not, their decisions were based on the best 
information they have at the time. 

I have a 9-month-old baby with a se¬ 
vere breathing disorder. I noticed that her 
breathing was off when she was just 2 days 
old. When I asked her pediatrician, he flip¬ 
pantly said “Oh, not to worry. Babies just 
make a lot of noise.” He dismissed my con¬ 
cerns, even when I insisted that there was 
something clearly wrong with her. 

A few days later she was projectile vom¬ 
iting and gasping for air, so we rushed to 
the Emergency Department where she was 
admitted and diagnosed her with severe 
laryngomalacia, a condition that would re¬ 
quire surgery to correct. 

I was outraged. Why had her pediatri¬ 
cian not taken just a few minutes more to 
hear me out? The experience left me angry 
and distrustful, but it gave me a new per¬ 
spective; vaccine-hesitant parents want 
what I wanted: their fears and concerns to 
be addressed, not disregarded. They want 
to be a part of the decision-making when 


it comes to their child’s health care, and 
above all, they want what’s best for their 
children. 

It’s challenging for pediatricians, nurses 
and other public health professionals to in¬ 
teract with these parents because we see 
the imminent danger in their misinformed 
decision. But instead of turning them away, 
what if we made more of an effort to bring 
them in? 

A 2005 study on immunization attitudes 
and beliefs among parents found that their 
views on vaccines aren’t as black and white 
as they may seem. In fact, five clusters 
of parents were identified; their beliefs 
ranged from immunization advocates to 
parents who were worried that vaccines 
would harm their children. 

Another national survey in 2000 found 
that a substantial number of parents be¬ 
lieve that their child’s immune system 
could be weakened by vaccines and that 
children get more vaccines than are good 
for them. Both studies came to the same 
conclusion: Children’s health care provid¬ 
ers are the most important source of infor¬ 
mation on immunizations. 

Vaccines are one of the most important 
public health advances of our time, but 
we still have a long way to go in address¬ 
ing common misconceptions to ensure 
informed decision-making. Pediatricians, 
primary care doctors and public health 
workers have the opportunity to contribute 
to this educational effort through respect¬ 
ful, well-informed and compassionate dia¬ 
logue with parents. 

We all want what’s best for our children; 
we just need to right information to get 
there.

Blue Jackets on brink 
of sweeping Lightning

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Sergei 
Bobrovsky has the Columbus Blue 
Jackets on the brink of sweeping 
a playoff series that hardly any¬ 
one thought they could win. 

The Russian goalie shut the 
door when the Tampa Bay Light¬ 
ning made a desperate late surge 
on Sunday night, preserving a 3- 
1 win and giving Columbus a 3-0 
lead in the best-of-seven Eastern 
Conference quarterfinal against 
the NHL’s best team. 

The Blue Jackets will try to 
finish the sweep — and win a 
playoff series for the first time in 
franchise history — in Game 4 at 
home on Tuesday night. 

Matt Duchene, Oliver Bjork- 
strand and Cam Atkinson scored, 
and Bobrovsky had 30 saves, 16 of 
them in the final period. 

“You don’t get to this time of 
year without a really good goalie 
to get in, and you don’t win play¬ 
off games without your goalie, so 
I thought he stood really big in 
those 10,12 minutes there where 
they turned it up,” Columbus 
coach John Tortorella said. “Bob 
doesn’t say anything. He just 
goes about his business. The way 
he prepares is second to none. 
We’re going to need him, because 
there’s going to be another push 
in Game 4.” 

Without their top scorer, the 
suspended Nikita Kucherov, and 
injured defenseman Victor Hed- 
man, the Lightning, who fin¬ 
ished with a league-best 62 wins, 
couldn’t find any momentum until 
late, and then Bobrovsky rose to 
the challenge. 

Columbus has commanded the 
series since falling behind 3-0 in 
the opening period of Game 1, 


only to rally to win that one 4-3. 
The Blue Jackets pummeled the 
Lightning 5-1 in Game 2, and sol¬ 
idly outplayed them for most of 
the game Sunday. 

“The job’s not done, but at the 
same time this is fun,” Duchene 
said. “This has been unbeliev¬ 
able, and we want to finish the job 
and leave no doubt. Obviously, we 
have a great opportunity Tues¬ 
day at home in front of our fans. 
I think these fans deserve that we 
get the job done here at home.” 

The night was satisfying for Bo¬ 
brovsky — he hasn’t been great in 
the playoffs the past two seasons 
— and the Blue Jackets, who were 

2- 8 at Nationwide Arena in three 
previous postseason appearanc¬ 
es. They are the only NHL team 
that hasn’t won a playoff series. 

“We don’t have to overthink, we 
just have to enjoy tonight and pre¬ 
pare for another work get-togeth¬ 
er, work for each other and, yup, 
let’s see what’s going to happen,” 
Bobrovsky said. 

Ondrej Palat scored in the third 
period and Andre Vasilevskiy had 
27 saves for the Lightning, who 
are facing an unexpected quick 
elimination. 

Teams have come back from a 

3- 0 deficit to win a playoff series 
just four times. The last time was 
in 2014, when the Los Angeles 
Kings dug out of the hole in the 
first round against San Jose and 
eventually won the Stanley Cup. 

Lightning coach Jon Cooper 
took some solace in his team fi¬ 
nally showing signs of getting its 
swagger back. 

“As far as I know, we’re playing 
Tuesday, so we’re still alive,” he 
said.

dan Eberle scored for the third 
straight game, Robin Lehner 
stopped 25 shots and visiting New 
York stunned Pittsburgh to take a 
3-0 lead in its best-of-seven, first- 
round playoff series. 

Brock Nelson added his second 
goal of the playoffs, Leo Komarov 
scored the first postseason goal 
of his career and Anders Lee also 
scored for the Islanders, who have 
pushed the star-laden Penguins 
to the brink of elimination. 

Garrett Wilson scored Pitts¬ 
burgh’s lone goal, a first-period 
deflection past Lehner that gave 
the Penguins just their second 
lead of the series. 

Matt Murray finished with 32 
saves for the Penguins, who need 
a win in Game 4 on Tuesday to 
avoid being swept for the first 
time since the 2013 Eastern Con¬ 
ference finals against Boston.

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Tiger rallies to Masters title 


15th major victory the most 
improbable yet for Woods

AUGUSTA, Ga. — Tiger Woods blazing to victory in his Sun¬ 
day red at the Masters, a scene once so familiar, was never more 
stunning. 

It was only two years ago at Augusta National that Woods need¬ 
ed a nerve block just to hobble upstairs to the Champions Dinner, 
unsure he would ever play another round of golf He had a fourth 
back surgery with hopes of simply playing with his two children, 
not chasing Jack Nicklaus in history. 

And now it’s all pieced back together — his life, his back, even 
golf 

A fallen hero, a crippled star. Woods is a Masters champion 
again. 

He won his fifth green jacket, his 15th m^or, but never with 
this much raw emotion. The most ferocious fist pump was when 
he walked off the 18th green, scooped up 10-year-old son Charlie, 
and embraced his mother and his 11-year-old daughter Sam. 

“For them to see what it’s like to have their dad win a m^or 
championship, I hope that’s something they will never forget,” 
Woods said. 

Who can ever forget this day? 

“It’s hard to really feel bad about how I played because I just 
witnessed history,” said Xander Schauffele, one of three players 
who finished second. “It was really cool coming down the stretch, 
all the historic holes. Tiger making the roars. I feel like I got full 
Masters experience.” 

The comeback goes beyond the two-shot deficit he erased before 
a delirious audience that watched memories turn into reality. 

It had been 14 years since he last won the Masters — no one had 
ever gone that long between green jackets. He had gone nearly 11 
years since his last m^jor, the 2008 US. Open at Torrey Pines on 
a shattered left leg. 

This was bigger. 

Woods never missed a shot that mattered over the final seven 
holes, taking the lead with a 5-iron to the fat of the green on the 
par-5 15th for a two-putt birdie, delivering the knockout with an 
8-iron that rode down the ridge by the cup and settled 2 feet away 
for birdie on the par-3 16th. 

He tapped in for bogey and a 2-under 70, and the celebration 
was on. 

“I had serious doubts after what transpired a couple of years 
ago,” Woods said. “I could barely walk. I couldn’t sit. Couldn’t lay 



down. I really couldn’t do much of anything.... To have the oppor¬ 
tunity to come back like this, it’s probably one of the biggest wins 
I’ve ever had for sure because of it.” 

It was the first time Woods won a m^or when trailing going into 
the final round. Francesco Molinari, the 54-hole leader, was still 
up two shots heading into the heart of Amen Corner. 

And that’s when all hell broke loose. 

Molinari’s tee shot on the par-3 12th never had a chance, hitting 
the bank and tumbling into Rae’s Creek for double bogey. Until 
then, Molinari had never trailed in a round that began early in 
threesomes to finish ahead of storms. 

And then it seemed as though practically everyone had a chance, 
until Woods delivered the key shots at the big moment, just like 
the old days. 

Schauffele failed to birdie the par-515th and scrambled for pars 
the rest of the way for a 68. Dustin Johnson made three straight 
birdies late in the round, but he got going too late and had to settle 
for a 68 and a return to No. 1 in the world. 

Woods goes to No. 6, his first time inside the top 10 since the 
2014 PGA Championship. 

Woods finished at 13-under 275 and became, at 43, the oldest 
Masters champion since Nicklaus won his sixth green jacket at 46 
in 1986. That has stood as Augusta’s defining moment for years. 

This one is sure to at least rival it. 

“This is definitely, probably one of the greatest comebacks I 
think anybody’s ever seen,” Koepka said.

sooner did he stretch his arms into that fa¬ 
miliar green jacket — “Ah, it fits,” he said 
in Butler Cabin — was he asked about the 
18 m^ors Jack Nicklaus won to set the gold 
standard in golf 

“I don’t know if he’s worried or not,” 
Woods said. “I’m sure he’s home just chill¬ 
ing and watching.” 

Whether the record is in play, Nicklaus 
can expect plenty of questions. For years, 
he could rarely get through any conversa¬ 
tion without someone 
asking him whether 
he thought Woods 
could top his mark. 

“I thought for a long 
time that he was going 
to win again,” Nick¬ 
laus said Sunday night 
on Golf Channel. “The 
next two m^ors are 
at Bethpage, where 
he has won, and at 
Pebble Beach, where 
he has won. So, he has 
got me shaking in my boots, guys.” 

The last part was delivered in jest. 

The first part was factual. 

Woods winning his fifth Masters was not 
entirely out of the blue. He capped the year 
of his great comeback last year by winning 
the Tour Championship in typical Tiger 
fashion, by building a lead on a tough, fast 
course at East Lake and not giving anyone 
much of a chance to catch him. He also 
briefly led Sunday in the British Open, and 
was one shot behind on the back nine at the 
PGA Championship. 

“The win at East Lake was a big confi¬ 
dence booster for me because I had come 
close last year a couple times,” Woods said. 
“Still have to get it across the finish line, 
and I didn’t quite do it.” 

The PGA Championship is a month away 
at Bethpage Black, where Woods was dom¬ 
inant as ever in going wire-to-wire in the 
2002 US. Open, and was right there with a 
chance in the 2009 U.S. Open except for a 
putter that refused to cooperate. 

And then it’s the U.S. Open in June at 
Pebble Beach. If the Masters is the most 
memorable of his 15 m^ors. Pebble Beach 
remains his greatest performance. Woods 
won there in 2000 by a record 15 shots, 
even with a triple bogey in the third round. 
Ten years later, he tied for fourth at the 
U.S. Open at Pebble, three shots behind. 

The courses are familiar. Woods is fa¬ 
miliar with winning mqjors. 

But it’s not that simple. 

Woods was 24 when he won the U.S. 
Open at Pebble, and 26 when we won at 
Bethpage Black. Now he’s 43. 

As dynamic as this Masters was for 
Woods, it was hard work and he needed 
help — from Molinari on the 12th and 15th 
holes, from a couple of good bounces out of 
the trees. That’s not unusual. Every mqjor 
champion needs a break or two. 

Getting to 18 is only easier because 
Woods is one mqjor closer, a conversation 
caddie Joe LaCava said they have shared. 

“We’re on 14 and I said, ‘Let’s get to 15.’ 
You can’t be on 14 and thinking about 18,” 
LaCava said. “But now we can start talking 
about 16. So we’re getting closer.” 

Nicklaus can only watch and admire, 
which he has done all along. And part of 
him is cheering. 

“I don’t ever pull against anybody,” 
Nicklaus said. “Nobody wants their record 
to be broken. ... I wish him well, I always 
wish the guys well and I want them to play 
their best.”

Chaos keeps Augusta iuteresting 


Revolving leaderboard builds Sunday drama

AUGUSTA, Ga. — Tiger 
Woods’ drama-filled win Sunday 
at Augusta National made for a 
memorable Masters. 

The severe weather that threat¬ 
ened to create havoc on the course 
never materialized, but the chaos 
came anyway. The leaderboard 
was a volatile place for about an 
hour, with players rising and fall¬ 
ing every few minutes. 

Francesco Molinari was the 
leader at one point before hitting 
into the water at No. 12. Then 
it was Xander Schauffele and 
even Patrick Cantlay for a brief 
moment. Dustin Johnson was 
in the hunt for a while. So was 
Brooks Koepka. Jason Day came 
out of nowhere to get back into 
contention. 

The dizzying changes were 
nearly impossible to follow — 
even for players competing on 
the course. Roars from the crowd 
were coming from every corner 
of August National. The lead was 
there for the taking. 

“It changed hands about, what, 
five times?” Koepka said. “Ev¬ 
erybody was kind of going up and 
then down, up and down again.” 

In the end, it was Woods cel¬ 


ebrating on the 18th green after 
capturing his fifth Masters title. 
Koepka, Schauffele and Johnson 
were a shot behind. Four others, 
including the third-round leader 
Molinari, were two shots back. 

“There were so many different 
scenarios that could have trans¬ 
pired on that back nine,” Woods 
said. “There were so many guys 
that had a chance to win. Leader- 
board was absolutely packed and 
everyone was playing well. You 
couldn’t have had more drama 
than we all had out there, and 
now I know why I’m balding. 

“This stuff is hard.” 

It’s also fun to watch. 

Because of the threat of thun¬ 
derstorms, tee times were pushed 
up several hours for the final 
round. Players were in groups of 
three instead of the usual pairs 
and the leaders teed off at 9:20 
a.m. SO the tournament could end 
by mid-aftemoon. 

PGA Tour Commissioner Jay 
Monahan said the final round 
worked out better than anyone 
could have predicted. 

As Woods walked off the course, 
he exchanged hearty hugs with 
previous Masters winners as fans 
screamed and chanted his name. 

“Look at everybody who wants 
to be here and lay eyes on this,”

Monahan said. “It’s going to be 
interesting how people describe 
this in the context of great mo¬ 
ments in sports.” 

Some players said on Saturday 
they were pleased about the early 
start because it didn’t allow much 
time to let the pressure build. And 
most players chasing the leaders 
seemed to play relaxed. 

There were 11 players who 
finished within three shots of 
the lead. All of them finished the 
tournament with a score of 10- 
under or better, which is the most 
in Masters history. 

Even some of the players al¬ 
lowed themselves some awe. 


“It was really cool coming down 
the stretch, all the historic holes. 
Amen Corner, 15, 16, Tiger mak¬ 
ing the roars,” Schauffele said. 

Most of the players who lost 
still left feeling pretty good about 
themselves. Woods was the big 
winner, but in many ways, so was 
the sport. 

“With what we just witnessed 
with Tiger coming off 18, it was 
a throwback, seeing him in red 
in the mock turtleneck,” the 25- 
year-old Schauffele said. “It’s 
what I saw as a kid, and it was just 
really cool to know him a little bit 
now and congratulate him com¬ 
ing off 18.”

Dodgers snap six-game skid

LOS ANGELES — Ross Stripling pitched as 
though he had somewhere else to be. 

The former All-Star threw 88 pitches in a career- 
high eight innings to rescue an overworked bullpen, 
inducing soft contact rather than dazzling with high 
velocity, and the Los Angeles Dodgers routed the 
Milwaukee Brewers 7-1 Sunday to snap a six-game 
skid. 

Stripling joked about getting everyone home in 
time for dinner and the final season premiere of 
HBO’s “Game of Thrones.” 

“It’s what I ordered,” manager Dave Roberts said. 
“Ross was really good. He mixed up his pitches re¬ 
ally well, got ahead of hitters.” 

Stripling became the first Dodgers starter to 
throw eight innings this season when the bullpen 
has been stressed in the first full month. 

“In an ideal world they’d all go eight,” Rob¬ 
erts said. “Ross understood our situation and was 
efficient.” 

The Dodgers’ rotation has been without Clayton 
Kershaw and Rich Hill since the season began. 
Hyun-Jin Ryu got hurt earlier in the week when 
the team lost four straight in St. Louis, putting more 
pressure on the bullpen. Kershaw was due back 
Monday and Hill appears to be close behind. 

“I don’t think any of us got more than five in¬ 
nings,” Stripling said of the St. Louis series. “To get 
through eight, definitely proud of that.” 

Joe Pederson and Alex Verdugo homered to help 
the Dodgers avoid back-to-back sweeps for the first 
time since 2017 when they last dropped seven games 
in a row. 

Los Angeles leads the National League with 35 
home runs and has homered in 15 of 17 games. 

Stripling (1-1) earned his first win in his fourth 
start of the season. The right-hander didn’t record 
his first strikeout until the sixth inning and in¬ 
stead retired 14 of his first 17 batters on flyouts or 
grounders. 

Stripling allowed one run and four hits, struck out 
three and walked one. 

“When you have a pitcher who is hitting his spots 
and getting groundball outs, it makes it a little bit 
easier for the hitters,” Verdugo said. “He got us up 
and down quick.” 

The Dodgers jumped on Jhoulys Chacin (2-2) in 
the first inning, taking a 2-0 lead on a two-out RBI 
single by Verdugo. 

Chacin gave up six runs and six hits in 2 Vs in¬ 
nings, struck out three and walked three. The right¬ 
hander’s six earned runs ended a streak of allowing 
three or fewer over his previous 14 starts since Aug. 


8 against San Diego. 

“I’m either really good against these guys or re¬ 
ally bad,” Chacin said. “Walks hurt me today and 
with their lineup you can’t give them walks. I need 
to make better pitches and I didn’t do that.”

Rockies' Marquez 
throws one-hitter

SAN FRANCISCO — German 
Marquez almost did more than 
merely end Colorado’s losing 
streak. He came close to putting 
himself in the record book. 

Marquez pitched a one-hitter, 
nicked only by Evan Longoria’s 
single with one out in the eighth 
inning, and the Rockies stopped 
an eight-game skid by beating 
the San Francisco Giants 4-0 
Sunday. 

“That was a gem today, it re¬ 
ally was,” Rockies manager Bud 
Black said. “I was really proud 
of German. From the first pitch 
on there was a great intent and 
he built momentum as the game 
went on. He had life to the fastball 
and the breaking pitches were 
outstanding.” 

Marquez (2-1) struck out nine 
and walked none while throwing 
105 pitches in the first complete 
game in the mqjors this season. It 
was the first-ever complete game 
for Marquez in 156 pro starts, in¬ 
cluding 69 in the big leagues, and 
the first complete game one-hit¬ 
ter in Rockies’ history. 

Ubaldo Jimenez pitched the 
only no-hitter for Colorado in 
2010 at Atlanta. 

“I looked up in the sixth and 
they still had no hits,” Marquez 
said through a translator. “That’s 
when I knew I had all my pitches 
working. I knew today especially 
with the losing streak the team 
needed me. I was happy to go out 
there and provide that.” 

Marquez had allowed just one 
runner, hitting Kevin Pillar with 
a changeup to begin the sixth in¬ 
ning, and was in complete control 
heading into the eighth. 

Brandon Crawford opened the 
eighth with a hard, one-hopper 
that deflected off third baseman 


Nolan Arenado’s glove. Arenado 
quickly grabbed the ball out of 
the air and zipped a throw to re¬ 
tire Crawford. 

Longoria followed with a 
grounder in the hole, just beyond 
Arenado’s dive. The Gold Glover 
took off his mitt and slammed it to 
the ground, shouting that the no¬ 
hit bid had been broken up. 

“I was just frustrated, I wanted 
him to get it so bad,” Arenado 
said. “This year’s been tough and 
it was really cool to see him go out 
there and pitch like that. He did 
an unbelievable job.” 

The 24-year-old Marquez made 
his second start since signing a 
$43 million, five-year contract. 

“He’s going to throw a lot of 
games like that, that’s how good 
his stuff is,” Giants manager 
Bruce Bochy said. “We just had 
our hands full today.” 

Arenado provided all the sup¬ 
port with a three-run homer, his 
first this season. The four-time 
Silver Slugger entered the day 
batting .246 with six RBIs. 

Prior to Longoria’s hit, Colo¬ 
rado center fielder Ian Desmond 
made a diving catch and right 
fielder Charlie Blackmon had a 
sliding grab to preserve the no¬ 
hit try. 

Arenado walked and scored on 
Trevor Story’s double in the third. 
Arenado then ended his power 
drought with a towering home 
run off Giants starter Derek Hol¬ 
land in the fifth. 

Holland (1-2) allowed four runs 
on six hits in six innings. 

Throwing blanks: Travis 
Bergen, Trevor Gott and Nick 
Vincent each threw a scoreless 
inning for the Giants, extending 
the bullpen’s scoreless streak 
to 20 innings. Collectively, San 
Francisco’s relievers have a 1.77 
ERA.

The team with the NBAs best record wanted to 
show it can make a long playoff run, and the Detroit 
Pistons were helpless to slow them down. 

“I don’t know if they were ready for us,” Antetok¬ 
ounmpo said. “But we just try to focus on ourselves. 
We just try to play with pace, run to our spots and 
try to make plays.” 

Antetokounmpo had 24 points and 17 rebounds in 
just 24 minutes, and the Milwaukee Bucks rolled to 
a 121-86 victory on Sunday night in the opener of 
their first-round playoff series. 

Seven players scored in double figures for the 
Bucks, who led by as many as 43 points. Their 35- 
point margin was the third-largest in the franchise’s 
playoff history. 

The Pistons only really caught up to Antetok¬ 
ounmpo when center Andre Drummond shoved him 
to the ground with both hands late in the third quar¬ 
ter, after the MVP candidate grabbed an offensive 
rebound with Detroit trailing by 41 points. 

Drummond was given a flagrant 2 foul and eject¬ 
ed. He blew a kiss to the Fiserv Forum crowd as he 
was escorted off the court. 

“As a team we talked about it, to try to keep our 
composure whenever the opposing team tries to 
foul us hard or tries to hit us or play dirty,” Antetok¬ 
ounmpo said. “Obviously, I’m not going to look to the 
referees for protection. I’ve just got to play smart 
and try to avoid the situations.” 

Eric Bledsoe had 15 points, and Brook Lopez 
and Khris Middleton each added 14 for the Bucks. 
George Hill scored 16 points off the bench. 

Rockets 122, Jazz 90: James Harden had 29 
points and 10 assists to help Houston rout visiting 
Utah in the opener of a best-of-seven first-round 
playoff series. 

The Rockets had a double-digit lead for most of 
the game, but the Jazz got within five points midway 
through the third quarter before Houston used a big 
run to pull away and sail to the victory. 

Houston’s starting lineup helped carry the scor¬ 
ing load on Sunday, with each starter scoring at least 
10 points. Eric Gordon had 17, Clint Capela scored 
16, Chris Paul added 14 and P. J. Tucker had 11. 

Rudy Gobert had 22 points and 12 rebounds to 
lead the Jazz.

Cherono wins with sprint

BOSTON — The two-time Bos¬ 
ton Marathon champion turned 
onto Boylston Street with a sliver 
of a lead, leaning in front of two 
others with the finish line in 
sight. 

But one of them was Lawrence 
Cherono, the fastest man in the 
field. And he used every bit of his 
speed. 

Cherono outkicked Lelisa Desi- 
sa in a sprint to the tape, passing 
him just steps away from the fin¬ 
ish line to win the 123rd Boston 
Marathon in 2 hours, 7 minutes 
57 seconds on Monday, claiming 
his first mgjor victory. 

Desisa, the Ethiopian who won 
the 2013 race that was marred 
by the finish line bombing and 
claimed a second victory in T5, 
eased up after realizing he was 
beaten and finished 2 seconds 


back. Kenneth Kipkemoi was 
third, another 8 seconds behind, 
one of seven Kenyans in the top 
10. 

Worknesh Degefa broke away 
from defending champion Des 
Linden and the rest of the wom¬ 
en’s pack in the Framingham 
flats and ran alone for the last 
20 miles to her first victory in a 
m^or marathon. The 28-year- 
old Ethiopian finished in 2:23:31 
to become the eighth Ethiopian 
woman to win the race and the 
third in seven years. 

Kenya’s Edna Kiplagat was sec¬ 
ond, reducing a gap of more than 
two minutes to 42 seconds at the 
finish. American Jordan Hasay 
was third and Linden was fifth. 

One year after an icy rain and 
a near-gale headwind resulted in 
the slowest winning times in four 
decades, race organizers again 
prepared for the foul New Eng¬ 
land weather. But overnight thun¬ 


derstorms moved on before the 
runners left Hopkinton; the sun 
even made an appearance about 
halfway through. 

Linden took advantage of last 
year’s storm to splash her way 
to the first win for an American 
woman since 1985. 

But with conditions back to 
normal, so were the results: East 
Africans from Kenya and Ethio¬ 
pia dominating the podiums. 

A field of 30,000 runners fol¬ 
lowed the elites, ditching their 
trash bags and ponchos on the 
Hopkinton Green before embark¬ 
ing on the 26.2-mile trek from 
Hopkinton to Copley Square. It’s 
the first time the race has been 
run on April 15 since the 2013 
attacks; officials planned a cer¬ 
emony at 2:49 p.m. to honor those 
killed or maimed by the two pres¬ 
sure cooker bombs that exploded 
near the finish line.

LSU reinstates coach Wade after NCAA meeting

BATON ROUGE, La. — LSU has decided 
to reinstate recently suspended basketball 
coach Will Wade, athletic director Joe Al¬ 
ieva announced Sunday night. 

The move came two days after a Wade 
met with LSU and NCAA officials, during 
which Alieva said the second-year Tigers 
coach “answered all questions and denied 
any wrongdoing in connection with recent¬ 
ly reported allegations of irregularities in 
college basketball recruiting.” 

LSU was having one of the better seasons 
in program history under the 36-year-old 
Wade when he was suspended indefinitely. 
His punishment came on the heels of a 
Yahoo report about leaked excerpts of an 
FBI wiretap that captured Wade speak¬ 
ing with a person convicted of funneling 
illegal payments to the families of college 
basketball recruits. 

In transcripts of the phone call, Wade 
discussed presenting a “strong” offer to 
an apparent third-party who represented 
then-recruit Javonte Smart. It was not clear 
from the leaked transcripts whether Wade 
in fact violated NCAA rules or if Smart, a 
freshman who started 18 games this past 
season, knew about the offer. 

“Wade’s explanations and clarifications 
offered during the meeting, absent actual 
evidence of misconduct, satisfy his con¬ 
tractual obligation to LSU,” Alieva said. 

Friday’s meeting marked the first 
meaningful face-to-face communication 
between all parties since LSU suspended 
Wade for initially refusing to meet with 
school officials on March 8. 

“The university regrets that Coach Wade 
did not choose to fulfill his obligations to 
LSU when he was first asked to do so,” Al¬ 
ieva said. “However, the seriousness of the 
allegations and coach Wade’s prior refusal 
to refute them could not be ignored without 
exposing the university and the basketball 
program to great risk.” 

After being held out for LSU’s regular- 
season finale. Smart was cleared to play in 
the SEC and NCAA tournaments. Wade, 
meanwhile, was replaced for the regular 
season-finale and the postseason on an in¬ 
terim basis by assistant Tony Benford. 

“I sincerely apologize to the university 


and our fans for the disruption to the uni¬ 
versity and the program,” said Wade, who 
was advised by his previous attorney not to 
meet with LSU officials until it was clear 
whether he’d be called to testify in a fed¬ 
eral trial against the person to whom he 
spoke on the wire-tapped call. 

Wade has since changed his representa¬ 
tion, hiring Chicago-based attorney Steven 
Thompson, who has represented universi¬ 
ties, coaches, athletes and governing bod¬ 
ies in matters before the NCAA and the 
USOC. 

LSU, which won the SEC regular-season 
championship, lost in the third round of 
the conference tournament against Flori¬ 
da after receiving a double bye. The Tigers 
then advanced past the first two rounds of 
the NCAA Tournament before falling to 
eventual Final Four participant Michigan 
State. LSU finished 28-7, tying the 2000 Ti¬ 
gers for the second most single-season vic¬ 
tories in program history — behind only 
the 1981 Final Four team that went 31-5. 

Cincinnati hires Brannen 

CINCINNATI—John Brannen has been 
hired as Cincinnati’s coach after leading 
Northern Kentucky to two NCAA Tourna¬ 
ment appearances in the last three years. 

The Bearcats announced Brannen’s 
hiring Sunday and said he would be intro¬ 
duced Monday at Fifth Third Arena. 

Brannen replaces Mick Cronin, who left 
Cincinnati for the UCLA job. 

Brannen guided Northern Kentucky to 
the 2017 and 2019 NCAA Tournaments, 
as well as the 2018 NIT. The Norse went 
81-51 in Brannen’s four seasons, winning 
two Horizon League regular-season ti¬ 
tles and a pair of conference tournament 
championships. 

Wofford promotes McAuley 

COLUMBIA, S.C. — Wofford didn’t look 
far before hiring associate head coach Jay 
McAuley to lead the program after long¬ 
time coach Mike Young left for Virginia 
Tech earlier this month. 

The school announced McAuley’s pro¬ 
motion Sunday, making him just its third 


head coach since 1985 in a program that 
prides itself in building from within. That’s 
how Young, hired by his former basketball 
boss-turned-athletic director Richard 
Johnson, got the job in 2002 and made five 
NCAA Tournament appearances over 17 
years. 

McAuley helped Young lead the Terriers 
to their most successful Division I season 
in history by going 30-5, including an 18- 
0 mark to win the Southern Conference. 
Wofford was ranked in the AP Top 25 for 
the first time ever and made more history 
in the NCAA Tournament when it defeated 
Seton Hall — the Terriers’ first win in the 
Big Dance — before falling to Kentucky in 
the second round. 

Rossi repeats at Long Beach 

LONG BEACH, Calif — Alexander 
Rossi weaved his scooter through a horde 
of pedestrians and deftly maneuvered 
around the sun-drenched fans still party¬ 
ing in the streets of Long Beach. 

Then Rossi suddenly stopped, kicked his 
leg away from the bike, and fiddled with a 
switch. His scooter nearly ran out of gas. 

It was the only wrong move Rossi made 
Sunday. 

The American conquered Long Beach for 
the second consecutive year and added his 
name to a short list of motorsports stars as 
multiple winners of the second-most pres¬ 
tigious race on the IndyCar schedule. Rossi 
became just the eighth driver to win more 
than once on the temporary street course 
through the picturesque downtown. 

The others? Mario Andretti, A1 Unser 
Jr., Alex Zanardi, Paul Tracy, Sebastien 
Bourdais, Will Power and Mike Conway. 

“This is a special one,” said Rossi, win¬ 
ner of the 100th running of the Indianapo¬ 
lis 500 as a rookie in 2016. 

His effort was nearly perfect and dedi¬ 
cated to his grandfather, Donald Russell, 
who died Saturday. Rossi only learned of 
his passing hours before the start of the 
race.
